East, 
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KOREA. 

Were any further confirmation needed of our announcement 
of the repulse sustained by the French forces, its accuracy is 
now amply verified by the report of the Messageries Imperiales 
steamer Dupleix, This vessel spoke the steam corvette Pri- 
mauguet and three other French war steamers off Woosung and 
they reported that “the expedition had sustained a severe 
repulse at the hands of the Koreans on its attacking Saoul, 
forty men having been killed and wounded on the side of the 
French. One gunboat got ashore in the river owing to the 
tremendous fall of the tide, which is stated at about forty-two 
feet ; she was for some time left thirty feet out of water on a 
flat rock. Fortunately she was eventually got off. The French 
Admiral in the Laplace, and the remainder of the syuadron 
consisting of the Guerriere, Kinshan, and others had gone to 
Yokohama.” Here we; have a distinct ‘statement of the 
disastrous nature of the reverse, from the best possible authority 
—that of French officers engaged in the operations. The 
despatches received by the French Government from Admiral 
Roze do not, however, quite coincide with this accqunt. The 
following is a summary of them—or of such portion of them 
as it has been deemed advisable to make public :— 

“ After the occupation of Kanghoa by the disembarking companies of 
the ships of the division, the Vice-admiral established himself in a strongly 
fortified position, taking care to have the environs of the city searched by 
detachments and exploring the opposite banks of the Corean peninaula, 
destroying all the junks that were found in the channel. 

‘In one of these explorations the shallop of Za Guerriere at the mo- 
ment of touching the coast was received almost at point-blank distance by 
a aes. of musketry, that killed three sailors. Our marines leapt 
ashore and dislodged the Coreans who had fired from the brushwood, and 
led on by First-class Naval Cadet Chatel, put them to flight after having 
killed some of their number. 

‘¢ Vice-Admiral Roze wishing to ascertain the state of the country, a 
detachment, under the naval Captain Ollivier left Kanghoa, and encoun- 
tered, some kilometres from the town, Coreans in large force entrenched 
in a fortified pagoda. ‘The enemy made a sortie, but was repulsed, and 
hastened to return to his entrenchments, leaving his dead behind. After 
a very lively fire, in which we had no killed, but unfortunately some 
wounded, the column returned the game night to Kanghoa. 

‘Some days afterwards Vice-Admiral Roze, finding that the Corean 
Government did not follow up the overtures he had expected upon receiv- 
ing a letterfrom the King, determined to leave Kanghoa. The approach 
of winter was already beginning to be felt, and fears were entertained that 
all navigation on the river Saiée might soon be interrupted. He therefore 
ordered the destruction of all the Government establishments, with the 
King’s palace, and our sailors returned on board the ships moored in front 
of the island of Boisee. The coffers, containing silver bars representing 
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the amount of 197,000 francs, with 
interesting to science, were sent to

« Vice- Admiral Roze also announces that he has been joined by the two 


missionaries who had remained in Korea, they having succeeded in getting

« The destruction of Kanghoa, an important war position, and of the 
wder magazines and public establishments that town contained must 
hace shown the Korean Government that the murder of the French mis- 


sionaries was not to remain uopunished.”’ 


Such is the Afonitew"s version, on which the Liberte has the 
following comments :—“ To destroy Kanghoa, and carry away 
on leaving it 197,000 francs in silver ingots, with manuscripts 
and books, by way of puvishing the murder of missionaries 
who knew when they went to Korea to what fate they exposed 
themselves, that is what we call making the French name re- 
spected! A few more distant expeditions like this, and we 
shall havo taught the Chinese how to fight. What shall we 
do then ? what could we do, a handful of men at that distance 
against three hundred and sixty millions of Chinese ? Already 
their pirates dare to show themselves, and to attack Huropean 
vessels. Let us leave the Chinese at peace in their own country, 
and let our missionaries be contented with preaching in ours.” 

The following is from the Shanghaz Recorder. We cannot yet 
endorse the opinion deduced by the writer from the fact of the 
Pelorus having been intercepted to convey despatches: “The 
advices which have been received from Chefoo to the effect that 
ILB.M. Minister had issued instructions that the Pelorus 
should be intercepted on her way to this port would seem to 
point to the fact that Great Britain is likely to join with the 

United States in demanding satisfaction for the murder of the 
crew and passengers on board the General Sherman. As yet 
no definite information as to the course likely to be pur- 
sued has been revealed ; but upon the arrival of the United 
States’ flag ship Hurtford, now daily expected from Japan, 
we presume some measures of a definite description will be 
decided upon. That a severe and summary reparation for the 
barbarous act which has been committed will have to be 
obtained, there can be very little doubt ; and the circumstance 
that France is also engaged in demanding a similar recompense 
on account of the outrage upon the missionaries, points to the 
possibility of the warlike steps which will be taken resulting 
in the opening up of the country. Thus there seems no little 
likelihood that European Governments will be called upon to 
establish some relations with the Korea of a similar description 
to those which exist in China. As it is scarcely to be imagined 
that they will be content to remain without some guarantee 
for future security from outrage, the more especially as the im- 
mediate cause of the murder of the French missionaries appears 
to have been the enmity to foreigners which has been excited 
by Russian encroachments. The jealousy with which one Eu- 
ropean nation naturally regards any extension of power 
and territorial jurisdiction in the East on the part of another, 
must naturally tend to cause them all to demand admittance 
by fair means into countries where there seems & chance 
of any Power obtainiug undue influence by uuderhanded en- 
croachment; and should it prove true that Russia is pursuing 
a policy of annexation in the direction of the Korea, it can 
scarcely be jmagined that other European Powers will stand 
by quietly and permit her by degrees to obtain possession 
of so powerful a position in those parts. Thus we may 
find ourselves in the present instance as in so many similar 
cases, compelled to force relations upon an unwilling 
people, and in the course of time Korea will in all pro 
bability stand in the same position as regards foreigners as 
China does at the present day. Whether as a place of trade, 
the same inducements to extend foreign intercourse with the 
country as is the case in China may be found, is a question 
upon which in our present state of knowledge of the place it is 
impossible to decide ; but the importance of its position in re- 
gard to the North of China and also to Japan is such that the 
relations of all foreign Governments with Korea, must become a 
matter for serious consideration so soon as ove Zuropean nation 
has gained a footing in the kingdom. 

The following is the text of Admiral Roze’s official notifica- 
tion of the blockade of the Seoul :— 

Shanghai, October 3lst, 1866.—I, the undersigned, Rear- Admiral

CHINA. 


HayWkKoW. 


On the 14th November (eays the Hankow Times) Mons. 
Giquel paraded the men of the Chinese Contingent in front of 
their camp on the Woochang side, for the purpose of taking 
leave of the corps previous to his embarkation for Shanghai 
en route for Europe. The entire force, comprising some six 
hundred men, were present, and we were much interested by 
the very creditable manner in which they performed the few 
manoeuvres through which they were put by their colonel, 
Mons. de Marbin, in honour of the occasion. Considering the 
short time under which the men have been in training, and the 
fact that every one of them commenced as a raw recruit, it was 
wonderful to see how readily and accurately they obeyed the 
words of command—always given in French—and how well 
they moved in unison, both in manwuvring and.the handling 
of their arms. In one point alone they failed sadly, and that 
was in the keeping of step. Do what they would their officers 
seemed utterly powerless to bring their “ left” “right,” “left” 
“right ” to fall together, and the consequence was confusion, 
which materially interfered at times with the proper working of 
the corps. They look upon “step ” at present as an objectless 
piece of absurdity, peculiar to the foreigner, and not worthy of 
Chinese imitation as compared to the expenditure of powder 
and the prod with the bayonet. Skirmishing the men appeared 
to enter into with great glee, scampering into their allotted 
places, firing their pieces, and retiring, as if they really enjoyed 
the fun. After the parade was over, just about sunset, Mons. 
Giquel called the officers together and made them a farewell 
speech, complimenting them on the cordial co-operation which 
he had always received from them in the prosecution of his diffi- 
cult task, and encouraging them to further exertions in the future 
pending his own return from Europe. The Chinese officers 
were then invited to come forward, and were addressed in 
Chinese, much to their satisfaction, if we might be allowed to 
judge by the hearty chin-chins which the oration elicited from 
their uplifted hands, still, we observe, deep in the sleeves 
of their jackets. At this juncture the Mandarin suggested a 
volley. The commandant begged to be excused. “ You must,’ 
returned’ No.1; and forthwith some one was despatched 
to fetch the ammunition. It was amusing to see the- 
entire contingent brightened up at the prospect of a little 
noise, and it spoke volumes for their readiness to go 
into powder with ball on the right side of it if necessary. 
Mons. Giquel, we are informed, has left the Customs to be 
commander of a naval brigade he has been commissioned to 
organise under the orders of the Viceroy at Foo-chow-Foo. He 
is a gentleman gifted with a most liberal mind, end an inti- 
mate acquaintance with the Chinese and their language ; and. 
in whatever capacity he may serve the Imperial Government 
we feel assured that, whilst paying due regard to the obliga- 
tions he may owe to the Government which he is serving, he 
will at the same time take care to promote the interests not 
only of his own beloved France, but of Western nations 
in general. 

When the settlement of Hankow was threatened by the Nien- 
fei at the beginning of last year, application was made to the 
Commander-in-Chief for the use of two field pieces wherewith. 
to protect the settlement, and much indignation is expressed 
at the long delay in replying to this request. The Hanhow Times 
says :-—* It will be remembered by most of our readers that on 
the morning of Sunday, the 21st January last, it became known 
that Hankow was threatened by a large body of revolted Chinese 
soldiers ; and that the Nienfei, taking advantage of the confusion 
which would inevitably ensue when this was discovered, were 
advancing on the city in considerable force. This startling in- 
telligence received further confirmation on the following day. 
There was no British gunboat in port at the time, and but 
one small French war steamer. The foreign resideuts, therefore, 
being left in a great measure to their own resources, considered it. 
necessary to adopt some means to protect themselves. Accord- 
ingly, ,on ‘luesday, the 23rd, a large and influential public 
meeting was held, to take into consideration the best means of 
defending the settlement. Among other measures adopted on 
that occasion, a resolution was passed that, with a view to the 
better and more systematic protection of the settlement in case 
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of danger, application should be made to the Commander-in- | 
Chief for the use of two light field pieces. It had been previously 
ascertained that there were men in the community who were 
able and willing to work the guns if they could be procured. 
The advantages of such a measure were obvious. The Chinese 
have a most wholesome dread of artillery, and the class of gun 
asked for was particularly well adapted for the work it would 
be required to perform. A six-pound gun could be easily 
and rapidly transported by four or even two Hankow ponies, 
and these are always obtainable on the shortest notice. The 
ground on the concession and its neighbourhood offers few 
obstacles to artillery manoeuvres, and there is probably no port 
in China where field-pieces could be used with better effect. 
Considering that the residents here undertook to provid men 
and horses and to pay for such ammunition as might be ex- 
pended, the request for a couple of guns does not appear 
unreasonable. At all events there is nothing positively absurd 
or unusual in the idea of anumber of British merchants trying 
to defend their lives and property, and nothing savouring of 
presumption in their appealing to the only source from which 
their wants could ‘be legitimately supplied. In the simplicity 
of their hearts people imagined that an answer to their appli- 
cation might come by the return steamer. Merchants have a 
vulgar habit of being prompt and business-like ; and had the 
request gone to a merchant instead of to one of those 
wonderful jossess who preside "over and control the destinies 
of Britons abroad, an affirmative or negative reply would 
have arrived immediately, and the matter would have been at 
an end. But some of our governing officials manage these 
things differently. There is no indecent haste in making their 
intentions known, and it must not excite surprise that it has 
taken nine and-a-half months to convey the intelligence con- 
tained in {the notification that the application for guns ‘ has 
been met by a decided refusal.’ Our suspense is at an end. 
We have been ‘put out of pain.” But, knowing the worst, 
our spirits rise with the occasion, and we trust they will shortly 
regain their wonted elasticity. Nearly a year has been lost by 
this delay. In the interval which has elapsed between the for- 
warding of the application and receiving a final answer to it, 
guns might have been procured from England via the Cape.” 





SHANGHAI, 

The P.’and O. mail of Sept. 26 arrived out on the 13th 
Nov. Telegraphic news to 23rd Oct. had been received. The 
latest dates are to the 27th] Oct. per extra French steamer 
Labourdonnais. 

The North China Herald has the following remarks on the 
extent to which smoking is carried on in Shanghai :—“If the 
Royal author of ‘The Counterblast to Tobacco’ could by 
some magic revisit the glimpses of the moon and wake up in 
Shanghai, he would in al probability hurry back as soon as 
possible to the ‘ World of Spirits.” For, everywhere, he would 
see the sparkling gleam and sniff the detested scent of the 
weed that he so abominated in the days of his flesh. It is 
doubtful whether any community (except that of Hamburg) 
smokes more than the Model Settlement. Cheroots are here 
necessaries of life. They are in everybody’s mouth. The 
whole population are, in this respect, worthy followers of the 
late Rev. Robert Hall, of whom it ‘was asserted that he was 
always, during his waking hours, ‘smoking or preparing to 
smoke. We are not, like Bobadil, content with ‘a pipe of 
tobacco to close the orifice of the stomach;’ but we smoke 
after every meal, frequently early in the morning, and generally 
far into the night. ‘There are of course amongst us some non- 
smokers, but these are a couspicuous minority ; and if we allow 
the moderate number of four cheroots per diem to each man 
in the settlement, we shall come to the conclusion that, on the 
average, eight thousand cigars a day or two millions nine hun- 
dred aud twenty thousand cigars a year are smoked in Shan- 
ghai. This enormous consumption of tobacco cannot fail to 
affect the character and health of the community, and smoking 
assumes the dignified position of an institution, the importance 
of which ouly escapes our attention because we are so accus- 
tomed to it.” 

The sale of property noticed in our last, belonging to the es- 
tate of Messrs, Jarvie, Thurburn, and Co., was, we understand, 
partly resold at a profit of five thousand taels, and that the 
Present holders, Messrs. Bower, Hanbury, and Co., had over- 
tures made for it at somewhat its old value. There is a fine 
Opportunity now for investing here, for the recovery in the 
value of property, ultimately, can scarcely be doubted, The 
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position of Shanghai must always secure for it the chief seat 
of the China trade. 

The ports of Newchwang and Chefoo, in the extreme north 
of China, appear to be gaining in importance. At Newchwang 
during one month the arrivals have been fourteen vessels, while 
fifty vessels have sailed. At Cheefvo the arrivals and departures 
have numbered forty-five vessels. 

A rumour of a strange description has been current among 
the Chinese with respect to the case brought by the owners of 
the steamer Williamette against the Plymouth Rock, the deci- 
sion in which we published in our iast. It is asserted that the 
Taoutai intended or intends to squeeze the Chinese shareholders 
in the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company out of an amount 
to cover the loss sustained by the steamer JVWe//iunelte. We 
are disposed to place little credence upon the rumour, as it is 
scarcely probable that were such an intention rcally eutertained, 
the fact would have been allowed to leak out ; while on the other 
hand, there is every likelihood of the idea hiving originated 
among the native shareholders themselves, who knowing the 
practice of their authorities under ordinary circumstances, may 
have expressed their fears that such would be resorted to in 
the present instance. For along time rumours of a similar 
description have been current. One was to the effect that, 
should a decision be given adverse to the Chinese Government 
as owners of the Willamette, natives would be employed to 
burn the whole of the steamers on the river. It has been 
seriously believed in some quarters that such a plan might be 
resorted to ; but we have heard so many idle’rumours of the same 
kind that we can only regard them as the emauations of an 
excited imagination. It is {quite possible that the Chinese 
authorities might be desirous to instigate such an action, but 
highly improbable that they would have the tcmerity to put 
their wishes into execution. 

A case between C. Thorne and Hogg Bros. with regard to the 
right of way down Maiden-lane was brought forward at the 
Supreme Court before Mr. Goodwin ; but in cons¢ uence of the 
absence of Mr. James Hogg, who Mr. Myburgh, the counsel for 
the defence, stated was \an important witness in the case, it 
was postponed. ‘Mr. Lawrance, the counsel for the plaintiff, 
urged the damage which delay did to his client's interests, aud 
complained that it was anomalous that Mr. Edward Hogg should 
be able to knock down the walls built by the plauitiff by virtue 
of instructions received from his brother; but that at 
the same time the case could not be settled on account 
of his brother’s absence. He begged to inquire of the 
Court whether there would be any objection against his client's 
rebuilding the wall, and was informed, in reply, that pending 
the postponement of the case, the Court could not prevent his 
building the wall, but could also not interfere with Messrs. 
Hogg’s right of way, provided that in preserving it no breach 
of the peace were committed. Mr. Myburgh guaranteed the 
orderly conduct of his client ; and either the scheme of build- 
ing the wall will have to be abandoned by Mr. Thorne’s repre- 
seutatives pending the return of Mr. Hogg, or the portion 
built one day will continued to be kicked down the next, as 
heretofore. 

The Simoda, a British vessel, 650 tons register, and ready 
for sea, was sold at auction and fetched only 2,45 taels, while 
the Husine, 398 tons register, only realised 1,300 taela on 
being similarly disposed of. 

An unfo.tunate' catastrophe occurred on board the Jeter 
Denny, on the 11th of November, while on her passage from 
London to this port. It appears that the Rev. David Mason 
being on the forecastle of the ship with some other passengers, 
in the heavy weather which she experienced during the latter 
part of her passage, was washed overboard, and sank imme- 
diately. From the high sea running at the time, and from 
there being no signs of the unfortunate gentleman after he was 
seen to siuk, the lifeboat was not lowered. 


HONG KONG. 

The P. and O. mail of the 10th Oct. arrived out on the 22nd 
Nov. The French mail of 17th Oct., which arrived and left 
Singapore on 22nd Nov., had not arrived when the present mail 
left on the Ist Dec. The telegraphic advices from London 
reached up to the 27th Oct. 

On the rumoured establishment of a Chinese arsenal at Foo- 
chow, the Overland Trade Report has the following :—* The 
most interesting intelligence which has come down from the 
north by the mail, points to the establi-hment of a Chinese 
dockyard at Foochow. Nothing very definite is stated, but 
there are rumours to that effect, which add that M. Giquel and 
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another French gentleman were to be engaged by the Govern 
ment to render their assistance in carrying out the undertaking 
The Chinese General Tseng-kwo-fan and Governor Li of the 
Two Kiang, were supposed to have concocted this plan between 
them. There would probably be little reason for European 
residents in China to feel jealous of the undertaking were it 
really to be sct on foot. An improved capacity to deal with 
pirates would naturally ensue from the possession tby the 
Chinese of a dockyard and gunboats built on a European 
model, ana there would be little reason to distrust any increase 
in their strength as possible antagonists jin the future, which 
might arise simultaneously.” 

On the scheme of the American telegraph is the following :— 
“A gentleman is now in the colony of Hong Kong who has 
come here as the agent and pioneer of an American company 
formed for the purpose of introducing electric telegraphs to 
China. It isnot a little surprising that a company should have 
been formed anywhere but amongst the European residents of 
China themselves for this purpose. Certain considerations 
might lead to the conclusion that one or two lines entirely 
devoted to serving the European and American trade 
at Hong Kong and the various open ports might pay, but 


it seems iu tine wildest degree improbable that the 
Chinese themselves would prove to any profitable ex- 
tent supporters of so startling an innovation as an 


electric telegraph in the heart of China. The company was 
formed, it seems, some two years ago, Without any more definite 
plan of operations before it than that of extending the.advan- 
tages of clectric telegraphy to China generally, in any way which 
might be found feasible. Strange to say the company not only 
floated, but shares were bona fide taken up, deposits paid, and 
the directors placed in command of money. What to do next 
under tiese circumstances seems to have been a_ hopelessly 
puzzling question, and four two years the company slumbered, 
but at iast, only a few months ago, the manager fell in with 
®t medical gentleman, Dr. Macgownn, then arranging to come 
-out to China, and suited from his great familiarity with the 
janguage and the interior to ventilate the underdertaking. He 
aves at ouce entrusted with powers, apparently of a somewhat 
vague aud unlimited extent, and has now arrived in Hong Kong, 
expecting a consignment of assistants, wire, and needful instru- 
ments by an early ship but rather in the dark as to where to 
send them when they arrive. He is said to be meditating an 
application through the American Minister at Peking to the 
Chinese Government for permission to construct an experimental 
line from Hong Kong to Canton, and he is described as rourish- 
ing a project for the ultimate union by an electric telegraph of 
Cauton and Pekiug. While it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that a sub-marine telegraph cable between Hong Kong, Foochow 
and Shanghai, which should be out of the control of the Chinese 
Government, and subservient to the wants of a large civilised 
commerce would pay its constructors, it is difficult to see how 
any business whatever, fora purely Chinese line, can possibly 
arise. 

Some changes are about to be made in the arrangements at 
the Hong Kong magistracy. Mr. Whyte has resigned, to take 
up private practice at the bar, and merely remains on the 
bench till a substitute can be found. Mr. Cecil Smith, in view 
of the inauguration of the new Registration Ordinance, returns 
to his legitimate functions as Regis‘:rar-General. Mr. Mitchell, 
the Postmaster-General, is to act at the Police Court for the 
present, and until Mr. May returns it is intended to appoint 
some other gentleman in the Government service to act as his 
colleague, so as to leave Mr. Whyte at liberty to retire at the 
end of the year. 

From Nagasaki we have some news of Admiral King’s move- 
ments, He arrived at that port in the Adventuye ou the 3rd 
November, and he was to leave again in the same vessel 
on the 7th for Yokokama, via Simonoseki. The Argus, it is 
stated, will convey him from the last uained place, there being 
v0 longer any need of a vessel there in consequence of the 
conveution concluded between Chosiu and the Shiogoon. The 
gunboat Bustard hed arrived at Nagasaki, v7z the Inland Sea; 
she had to coal at Hiogo, but found some difficulty in doing so in 
consequence of the obstructiveness of Japanase officials. H.B.M. 
gunboat Serpent, was surveying the Inland Sea at the timo 
the Bustare vassed, and will be so engaged for some time. The 
Lustard will proceed to Shanghai, it is said, for the purpose of 
going on to relieve the Hardy at Ningpo.

papy at an cuormous advance ; in fact it was an attempt 
to introduce the system so disastrously practised in Lon- 
don of late, of establishing companies for the benefit of 
one or two persons styied svulicitors, promoters, &c. Anything 
worse than the introduction of this system in a small commu- 
pity Jike Hong Kong could not be, and it was simply to 
counteract tuis that Mr. Lapraik allowed the case to go to 
court. The decision of Mr. Sraale, the Chief Justice, would 
we think not hold good if appealed against in a Court of Equity. 

In our issue of the 27th December we commented on the 
Chinese petition presented to Governor MacDonnell. We now 
give amemo issucd by Sir Richard, which certainly looks like 
meeting any reasonable grievance the Chinese can bring, but it 
is equally clear that he is to be Governor and not the inhabi- 


tants. , 

I have inquired according to my promise into the statement of certain 
Chinese residents in their memorial of the 2nd instant, as to the incon- 
venience and possib!e extortion in Chinese ports so which the carriage of 
large painted numbers on licensed vessels might give rise. The whole 
subject has at inv desire been carefully considered by the Chinese authori- 
ties who are anxious to aid the legislation undertaken by this colony for 
suppressing piracy—an object which the Britiah and Imperial Gevern- 
ments have equally at heart. 

I have much pleasure therefore in now stating that I have just :eceived 
information officially that the highest Chinese authorities in the neigh- 
bouring provinces do not consider the objections of memorialists to be well 
founded, but that, nevertheless, as a proof of goodwill and of their 
anxiety to promote the views of this Government, circular orders have 
been issued to all authorities at the Chinese coast harbours to prevent 
attempts at extortion, or molestation of vessels having Hong Kong 
licences. 

If any Chinese Regulation requires a vessel to carry Nos. denoting Re- 
gistry in a Chinese port according to an old law, the renewal of which 
is contempiated with a view to assimilating the laws of Hong Kong and 
China in all that regards the coasting trade, there nevertheless need be no 
apprehension of embarrassment arising from the two sets of figures. On 
the contrary, a vessel carrying both will enjoy a double security. 

I take this opportunity of making an explanation to those memorialists 
who have quite recently expressed their hope that I would not enforce all 
restrictions of the ordinanee on the passenger and provision bvats that 
make frequent visits to Hong Kong, and which restrictions they state 
“have been regarded even by the local journals as likely to cause dispro- 
portionate expense and inconvenience.” 

Tam not responsible for explanations or views by others of the intended 
action of this Government. Yet though those strictures may be either 
erroneous or incomplete, Chinese residents must have been gratified by 
observing the tendency of such remarks to uphold, as far as possible, the 
freedom of their coasting trade from all but the most necessary restrictions, 
and so far they anticipate the wishes of this Government. 

It will suffice, however, to state that there never was an intention to sub- 
ject ordinary passenger and provision junks to the inconvenience and ex- 
pense of procuring the numerous passes, notices, and clearances required of 
other vessels. 

The “ Special Permit” mentioned in clause 16 of the Ordinance is in- 
tended to meet such cases,—and a licence of the first or second class—at a 
lower rate—accordinz to tonnage—will be granted to every boat of that de- 
scription which finds moderate security for good conduct and observance of 
the law. At the foot of such licence it is intended to add a special permit 
dispensing until further notice with the observance of some or all those re- 
strictions, as the case may be, which are only meant to apply when the 
vessels are less known. All such licences and special permits will of course 
be liable to forfeiture for misconduct, and violation of the law—but, other- 
wise, it will probably be found by experience that such vessels will prac- 
tically suffer no greater inconvenience than at present. 

Whatever may be necessary to effect the leading object of the Ordinance, 
in tracing the conduct and pursuits of every vessel that visits the port, will 
be intlexibly carried out. It is however not intended and would be most 
unwise to harass with needless restrictions vessels already well-known and 
not suspected. 

We extract the following from the report of the China 
Traders’ Insurance Company (Limited) which will be found 
more at length in our advertising columns :—

The barque Avon, a British vessel bought and placed under 
the Russian flag for the conveyance of coolies to Havana, was 
-seized, and the captain brought before the magistrate on the 
charge of kidnapping coolies, or rather, we suppose, conveying 
them against their will. The case was referred to the authorities 
-at Macao where the vessel loaded. As a guarantee that justice 
will be done the Russian Consul has proceeded to Macao, and 
the new action will probably take the form of a prosecution on 
the part of the owners and captain of the vessel, against the 
‘charterers who have thus violated the charter party under which 
‘the ship was engaged for her voyage. 

On the return passage of the Avon to Macao, under circum- 
stances noticed in our last, eight of the unfortunate coolies 
jumped overboard and were drowned. Three or four of the 
bodies were drawn under the wheels of the steamer accom- 
panying the Avon, and were fearfully smashed. The coolie 
trade has been rather fruitful this year in sensational incidents, 
but this last would have been spared, perhaps, had the coolies 
known that an opportunity for release, without death, was 
‘before them. 

The action for libel brought by the Rev. Mr. Lobscheid 
against the Evening Jfaw has been heard before the magistrate, 
-but judgment was deferred until 3rd December. 














COCHIN CHINA. 

We regret to record that a sad accident has happened in 
Saigon roads, Cape St. James. Captain Bowman, of the British 
ship Union, with the captain of the Stirlingshire, and eight of 
the crew of tho Union were returning to their ship, whea the 
boat was suddenly struck by a squall, and instantly upset. For- 
tunately the boat of the Oleander was close by, and her captain 
having seen the accident ordered his men to pull to the spot 
to render assistance. ‘They succeeded in saving Captain Low- 
man and six of the crew, but sad to say the captain of the 
Stirlingshire and the rest of the crew were drowned. 


SIAM. 
BANGKOK. 

We have news from this port to the 27th November. 
Bangkok Recorder gives the following items :— 

A birthday dinner party had been given by the King of 
Siam to the Consuls, and Roman Catholic Bishop, but had well 
nigh become an utter failure, not for the want of attendance on 
the part of the guests, but from want of what was thought due 
attention on the part of the King ; and but for extraordinary 
efforts which his Majesty afterwards made to recall the dis- 
persing Consuls he would scarcely have had any but the French 
to represent the Western Powers. We hear also that the 
second day dinner party of Europeans and Americans was sadly 
gm both in going and returning, and that only one American 
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attended it. The truth is his Majesty’s peculiar ideas of 
Absolutism and Imperialism are not at all popular with the 
large majority of his Western friends residing at his capital. 

His Majesty left Bangkok on the 25th October for a trip up 
the river to the ancient city and province of Pitsanuloke, and 
was expected to returu on the 2nd November. ‘This city was 
one of the early capitals of Siam, and there are many historical 
reminiscences connected with it. The river at this season of 
the year is full to overflowing, and the tour was made in 
steamers. No King of Siam has visited this city, so far as we 
can learn, for a hundred years or 80, and it must be quite an 
event for the people to see their Sovereign in those regions, For 
this royal visit they are indebted to the introduction of steam, 
which has already wrought wonders in Siam as well as in other 
countries, The first steamer built in Siam was launched on the 
2&th September, 1855, and was built by his Excellency the 
Prime Minister, with the assistance of J. H. Chandler, Esq., 
who has the honour of introducing steamboats and steam ma- 
chinery into the country. 

One of his Siamese Majesty’s gunboats sailed on the 31st 
Oct. for Cochin-China to take home two Cochin-Chinese sub- 
jects, who had several months since been taken from a wreck of 
a Cochin-Chinese vessel near P’ooteinat. This vessel was bring- 
ing homeward several Siamese subjects who had escaped from a 
wreck at Hainan last year. P’ooteinat is a Siamese port, if we 
mistake not, on the eastern coast of the gulf not far from Cam- 
poot. It is gratifying to see Siam and Cochin-China, so long 
the bitterest enemies, now seeking to please each other. 

We are very glad to learn that the Siamose Government have 
at length employed a gentleman of Dutch nationality born in 
Java, but educated in Europe, to serve them as civil engineer. 
He arrived from Singapore on the 27th Oct. with two assistants 
as passengers on board the Siamese barque Hera, Captain Buck- 
hold. It appears that the Government has espccially in view 
by his services a survey of the River Mekong, independent of 
course of the survey which the French have undertaken, but no 
further, probably, than where the river is in Siamese territory. 
We wish the Government every success in this noble enterprise. 

We learn that the Siamese Government are introducing a 
quantity of improved rifles for their army. 

The following advertisement lately appeared in the Ltecorder. 
There is something peculiarly Chinese in an injured husband 
consoling himself for his dishonour by proclaiming it in a 
public advertisement :—

Two years ago, for instance, 

we had no tug steamer, while now we have two and a steam 

water boat also employed in towing, all finding a fair amount of 

employment, as well as another tug boat building, so that in 

fact while everyone is complaining of bad times, the pros- 

perity of Singapore is steadily increasing.” 

Mr. Pollard, the Hong Kong barrister, was expected in Sin- 
gapore, he having taken a heavy retainer from the prosecutors 
in the alleged barratry case of the Erin, to be re-tried at the 
next sessions, 

The British steamer Achilles, Captain Russell—the third of 
the ocean line of steamers—arrived at Tanjong Paggar on the 
afternoon of the 7th Dec. Her dates of sailing are as follow : 
—Liverpool, 29th Sept. ; Mauritius, 7th Nov.; Penang, 23rd 
Nov. She brings about 600 tons of cargo for this port, and 
was to leave for Chiva at daylight on the 13th. She has proved 
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mud. There is another circumstance which migit 
be noticed here, that is, the very careless way in which 
chests are packed. Formerly, within two years, the chests 
were secured with screw nails, now they are only fastened with 
short iron naiis, the result being that the lids can often be. 
raised by the hand with the slightest possible exertion ; in 
fact, the wood is almost rotten where the fastenings are placed. 
We trust the Bengal Government will see the necessity of 
returning to the former method of securing the chests. 
Opium is too valuable an article to be neglected for the paltry 
economy of a few screw nails. 

The coroner held av inquest lately touching the death of 
one Chin Ah Choon, who died shortly after being wounded by 
some Malays in the Kidah territory. Four Chinamen from 
this place were sent to the Kidak territory to cut timber, and 
while fastening the logs together, previous to rafting them to 
Penang, a boat with six or seven Malays came down the river: 
from the interior, but not being able to pass, in conse- 
quence of the raft’s blocking up the way, they began to cut the- 
lashings, when a quarrel ensued, and Chin Ab Choon received. 
a stab in the left leg, and died at noon the same day. An- 
other Chinaman was wounded in the back at the same time. 
A coroner’s jury brought in a verdict of ‘‘ Manslaughter against. 
some persons unknown.” From the nature of the wound,. 
which, according to medical evidence, was not likely per se 
to have alone caused death, it is supposed that the weapon was 
poisoned.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 


Tra.—Nowhere but in Japan has any active business been carried on 
in tea during the past fortnight. In Shanghai there have been some pur- 
chases at rates above the London value of the tea, but this deliberate 
sacrifice seems to have grown wearisome at Jast at some of the ports, 

CantTon.—Country Congous: The stock of 83 chops continues as last 
advised, but holders of some of the chops are evincing rather more anxiety 
to quit their teas, intending buyers however are firm, and refrain from 
making any offers at present that are at all likely (with teamen’s ideas) 
to lead to business. At the same period last year out of 87 chops that 
arrived at market only two remained in stock, while this year of 
the forty-seven chops that arrived thirty-three chops or 21,819 packages 
remain unsold. Country Greens: The musters of the five chops of 
8,800 packages have been put on the market, and quality appears to tule 
superior to that of last season. There are no further arrivals to report. 
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Canton-made Teas: For the English market these kinds have been ex- 
ceedingly quiet during the fortnight; some 2,000 boxes Scented Orange 
Pekoe have been taken at from 20 to 34 taels, showing a decline of about 
a tael on previous settlements advised. In Capers nothing whatever has 
transpired; about 200 half-chests packed Congou have been settled at 17 
taels, and 1,500 boxes Gunpowder, ranging in price from 21 to 30 taels, 
partly for the Continent, have been taken. A settlement of 2,500 boxes 
Gunpowder, also for the Continent, is reported, costing 13} to 17 taels per 
picul. Sales, &c., are reported as follows:—Country Congous, none; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 2,000 boxes at tla. 20 to 24 ; Scented Caper, none ; 
Canton Packed Congou, 200 half-chests at 17; Gunpowder, 1,500 boxes 
at 21 to 30; Imperial, 2,500 at 134 to 17. 

» Amoy.—Oolong : Supplies from the country have come down freely, and 
consist mainly of common Ankoi kinds with a small proportion of Fine 
Teas. There are not more however than about 7,000 packages still to 
arrive, and the total crop is now estimated as being about 1,000,000 Ibs. 
in excess of that of last year. Settlements for the fortnight comprise 
11,262 packages at rates which show no material change from last quota- 
tion, and may be called, for common Ankoi kinds, $134 to 15, common to 
good common $18 to 28, fair to good $24 to 27, fine $30 to 32. Congou 
arrivals for the season are now completed, and with the exception of about 
250 packages there is none in the market. 

SHANGHAI.—Black Teas: The cessation of business last reported con- 
tinued until shortly after the departure of the mail, when purchases were 
resumed at a reduction equivalent to last home rates. Taels 16} to 22 
being paid for common Oonam to fair Ningchow teas. The subsequent 
entry of several buyers into the market rendered holders firmer, and later 
settlements were made at an advance of 1 to 2 taels, or nearly 1d. above 
their London value. Settlements for the fortnight have been as follows: 
—12,900 chests common to fair Hohow, at taels 16} to 22 per picul; 
common to good Oopack, at taels 23 to 27 per picul. Green Teas: 
There has been a large increase in business in Fychows and Moyunes, 
again confined to the American market. Prices have been some- 
what irregular, finest teas showing an advance of nearly two 
taels, while medium Teas have recovered the declines established in 
the previous fortnight. Four chops Pingsuey comprise the settle- 
ments for the English market. The yield of this class of tea will be 
much under that of last year, but that of Fychows and Moyunes, 
on the other hand, will be greatly in excess. Owing however to much of 
the Jeaf having been packed out of season, the bulk of the crop is of an 
inferior description, the supply of fine teas being considerably within that 
of last year. Settlements have been as follows :—33,600 half-chests 
common Fychow to finest Teenkai and Moyune, at taels 284 to 47. 
2,700 half-chests fair to good Pingsuey, at taels 33 to 36. 

Nixcro.—Twenty chops of Fychow have gone forward. Teamen are 
offering to lay down good chops of Pingsuey at the equivelent of 29 taels 

re-exported in Shanghai. 

Hankow.—Business in tea has almost entirely ceased, 1,100 chests 
only having been settled during the fortnight; common Oonams at 
tls. 13.6 to 14. Holders remain firm, notwithstanding the decline 
established in Shanghai, and were storing their teas under advance. The 
stock comprised 12,750, chests consisting of low Oonams and a few third 
crop Oopacks. 

Kivukianc.—Advices are to the 19th instant. Black Teas: The nomi- 
nal quotations, taels 16 to 23 for common to medium Ningchows, and 
taels 14 to 18 for common to medium Hohows, remain unchanged, the 
stock consisting exclusively of common Teas, which are being gradually 
shipped off to Shanghai on native account. Green Teas: About 
16,000 packages had arrived, and at first teamen were more ready 
to sell, about 8,000 packages finding buyers; latterly holders had 
grown firmer, and had shipped on to this market. Quotations were— 
Moyunes, fine to finest, taels 35 to 39; common medium, taels 30 to 35. 
Arrivals, 1866: Black, 114,200; Green, 91,400. Do. 1865: Black, 
87,200; Green, 50,300. Settlements, 1866: Black, 112,400; Green, 
68,800. Do. 1865: Black, 87,200; Green, 49,000. Stock, 1866: Black, 
1,800; Green 22,€00. Do. 1865: Black, nil.; Green, 1,300. 

YoxoramMa.—The Tea market continues active under the intluence of 
a good demand, which in most places has been met freely, the stocks 
being very heavy, and the teamen, although willing to part with their 
produce, resist any attempt at a decline; at the same time there are only 
two or three buyers in the market; when these purchasers are satisfied a 
reduction is to be expected, orders being in most instances under present 
ruling rates. The quality of the purchases has been fine, and the greater 
part for the American market. The quotations and stocks areas fullows: 
—Good Common, $18 to 26, 800 piculs; Medium, $28 to 32, 4,000 
piculs; Good Medium, 33 to 36, 7,000 piculs; Fine to Finest, 37 to 46, 
4,000 piculs. 

Raw Sirx.—Canton.—At the earlier part of the fortnight the heavy 
stocks that had accumulated caused a general depression on the market, 
and holders were becoming more inclined to lower their ideas for the better 
classes especially, but a few native brokers speculating on renewed fuller 
limits from foreigners bought up a considerable quantity of the staple, and 
when operations again commenced, after receipt of mail news, rates were 
forced up at once $25 on account of eager settlements; the present out- 
going mail again takes precisely the same class and quality of Silk, at a 
difference of 25 to 30 dollars in price per picul. Settlements have been on 
a large scale, as will be seea in quotations herewith. Settlements: Tsatlee 
No. 1, 300 bales, $580 to 610 ; Loong-kong, No. 1, 100 bales, $580 to 595 ; 
Kowkong, 100 piculs, $515 to 535; Lacklow and Cumchuck, no sales, 
$580; Seulam, 100 piculs, 470; Re-reeled Cumchuck, 500 boxes, $630 
to 645; Pierced Cocoons, 50 piculs, $90 ; Waste Silk, 100 picula, $80 to 


90; stocks include 100 bales of No.1 Tsatlee, 200 of Loongkong, and | te 


1,300 of other kinds. 

SHANGHAI.—The extreme tightness of money amongst the native 
merchants, rendering it almost impossible for them to hold high costing 
silk with any probability of a favourable result, has induced the Chinese 
to become anxious sellers, and a considerable decline has taken place in 
prices, especially for the lower descriptions. The fall would have been 
much greater, were it not that about 1,200 bales, included in the settle- 
ments for the past fortnight, are said to go forward on native account. 
There is still no reason to think that the supply of China silk for this 
season has been under estimated. Tsatlees, chops, No. 1, tls. 620 to 685 
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per picul; do., No. 2, 610 to 615; do., No. 8, 590 to 595; do., market, 
No. 3, 550 to 560; do., No. 4, 520 to 640; do., No. 5 and com., 460 to 
600. Tayasams, chops, No. 1, 510 to 525; do., No. 2, 490 to 500; 
do., No. 3, 440 to 470; do., No. 4, 5, and com., 880 to 420. Yuenfas, 
No. 1, 540 to 550; do., No. 2,510 to 520; No. 8, 470 to 500; do., 
No. 4 and com., 450 to 460. Hainins, 450 to 540; Hangchow Taatlee, 
490 to 495; Sewhings, 380 to 430; Laeyongs, 380 to 385. 

Yokouama.— Under the influence of the news brought here by the 
mail of 10th of September transactions became more active ; prices, which 
had slightly receded after the departure of the Ganges, advanced, and now 
close at from $10 to 20 higher than last quotations. There has been 
some improvement in ¢he quality of supplies, and the settlements of the 
fortnight, which amount to 900 piculs, including a larger percentage than 
usual of such Hank silk, Oshio and Echizen, as fairly come up to the 
mark of best. Total settlements since the beginning of the season amount 
to 5,400 bales, against 5,500 in 1865, and 6,100 in 1864 at the same 
date. Not without venturing an opinion on the probable figure of the total 
export for this season, it may be reported that some Japanese dealers, 
confident in a further advance of prices, as a consequence of the 
scarcity of the staple, have made deposits of their silk against 
loans wherewith to renew their purchases in the interior. Ever since the 
end of June pierced Cocoons have been brought in daily increasing quan- 
tities to this market, and about 2,000 piculs have been settled since then, 
at prices ranging from $80.120 the quality has been found much superior to 
that of last year, and thisconfirms the formerly expressed opinion that Silk- 
worm's eggs have been this year the produce of the Spring crop and there- 
fore are likely to give in 1867 a far more satisfactory result than was the 
case with the enormous export of 1865. Mybssh and Sinchu, best, $910 
to 960 per picul : do. medium, $840 to 900 do. ; do. inferior, $760 to 820 
do. ; Hatchojee Mybash. $750 to 820 do.; do.

Drugs, &c.—Canton.—Cassia Lignea remains firm at $19.25 per 
picul, purchases amount to 1,000 piculs and the stock is reduced to 1,000 
picula, forming, with about 1,500 to 2,000 piculs in the interior, the 
balance of the season’s supplies.

Essential Oils and 
Staraniseed out of stock. 

Campuor.—Honxc Konxc.—A parcel of 800 piculs has arrived from 
Formosa and about 2,00 piculs are to follow shortly. Notwithstanding 
the holders here are asking 80 dols. per picul, unpacked, which purchasers 
are not willing to pay, and consequently no sale has been effected since 
the issue of last report. 

CHINA GRASS.—SHANGHAL—The transactions in this article have again 
been confined to the supply of native demand, prices in Europe being too 
low to induce shipments at present quotations. Best quality remains 
scarce, at taels 14 to 14.5.0 per picul; No. 2 at taels 12 per picul; Green 
at taels9 to 10 per picul. No change has been reported from Hankow, 
where stocks are very small, and holders firm. 

COTTON. 

Amoy.—No further arrivals of new crop Shanghai have come to band. 
Old Cotton has experienced a further decline in value, but sales of 600 
bales Tientsin have becn made at $23}. Latest quotations are, Shan- 
ghai, $22$to 234: Tientsin, £22} to 23; Chefoo, $224 to 244; Ningpo, 
234 to £244. Stocks in foreign and native hands, 1,923 bales. 

Nixovo.—The shipments of the fortnight have been on a very fair scale 
of magnitude, and amount to 4,809 bales, principally to Hong Kong direct, 
besides about 1,500 bales, shipped by native craft. The market has been 
closed owing to absence of unsold stock, nominal quotations still being $27 
per bale, which lays down in Hong Kong at about $25.20 per picul, show- 
ing a fair margin on Inst quotations from that market. 

Snancuat.—Has been in demand for shipment both to Japan and 
Handow, and at one time best Shanghai staple could not be bought under 
taels 16.5.0 per picul; the demand for Hankow however falling off, the 
price receded to tacls 15.7.5 to 16 per picul, but better accounts having 
been received two days since from Japan, the rate has rallied again to 
tacls 16.2.0 per picul. Of Tientsin there is little or no stock. 

Hankow.—The heavy stocks at departure of last mail caused a further 
decline ; but as the quantity taken off has been on an extensive scale, and 
imports have been less heavy, prices have again advanced. Quotations 
are for old Tientsin tls. 15 to 15.70, best new Shanghai tls. 18.50 to 18.60, 
and Tung: chow tls. 19 to 19.20 per picul. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS.

HONG KONG. 

The Hanoverian brig J.G. Fichte reports having bad weather throughout 
the passage.—Noveinber 24th, at 8 P.m., off Pedro Blanco, with a light 
breeze about seven miles off the shore a junk approached and asked if we 
wanted a pilot, we answered no. Then they lowered their mainsail, and 
got alongsiie, we made all sail and run away from her. She chased us 
till morning and had about 100 men on board, 

The Hamburg barque Picciola reports having experienced a heavy gale 
after leaving Newcuwang, which lasted twenty-four hours, then expe- 
rienced calms for two days. November 9th, 10th, and 11th experienced a 
severe gale from the northward and eastward, the barometer at the time 
indicating fair weathr, from thence strong N.F. winds till within 40 miles 
of Hong Kong, the rest of the passage light N.E. till arrival. 

The British barque Burlington reports having left Hong Kong on the 
Ast of November, wind from the eastward. In seven days she yot to the 
South Cape of Formosa; on the 8th strong north-east breeze, under 
double reef topsails, split jib, and fore-topmust stysail; wind increasing 
to a gale, close-re-fed the topsail. On the 9th wind hauled from north- 
east to north, barometer 29.90, gale increasing, with a high sea; split the 
Main-topsail; kept the ship hove to under the fore-topsail and mizen stay- 
sail; noon, barometer 29.70, with increasing gale and sea, split the fore- 
topsail, barometer still falling. Bore up to get to leeward of the South 
Cape; after getting there it came on a north-west gale; bent fresh topsail. 
Wind hauled to the northward, beat up for Hong Kong; strong double- 
ose breeze all the way to the land; latter part wind E.N.E., moderate and 

ear. 

The Josefita, Almira, which sailed from Macao with 537 emigrants on 
the 26th of January, reports having landed 528 on the 15th of May at 
Havana after a gool voya&?. Sailed for Hong Kong on the 1st July, 
crossed the line on the 17th of August. Passed meridian of the Cape on 
Sept. 9th. Spoke the Denmore, from Barbadoes to London, the Napier, 
ne oes the Maasilius, the Guy Mannering, and the Windsor 

astle. 

The schooner Hindu reports having experienced strong south-westerly 
winds after leavinz port, which lasted to the line, crossed it October 24th 
in long. 62 37 E. from thence light winds with a very heavy rain, which 
lasted for 3 days, sighted Caroline Islands, October 28th got a strong 
8.E. wind till lat. 21 00 N. long. 152E .—from thence strong N.E. breezes 
till the arrival.

NEWCHWANG. 

The Prussian schooner China struck on the West Bank, when going 

out, and had to discharge part of her cargo to get off again. 
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SINGAPORE. 

The Dutch barque Patriarch Samhiri, from Cardiff for Singaporo (coal), 
grounded in Banka Straits, Dec. 7, bat by heaving overboard about 80 
tons of cargo she got off without damage. The ship Agamemon, George, 
from Shanghai for London (tea) struck on a reef in Carramata Straits, and 
hove off at high water, making about six inches per hour. She put ia to 
Singapore Nov. 30, and is discharging cargo preparatory to docking. 


COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 

TraA.—The market to-day continues with an upward tendency, and 
importers are offering very sparingly. 

S1LK.—Tsatlees, Nos. 1 and 2, at 32s. to 34s.; Nos 3, at 31s. 6d. to 
823. Canton, 18s. to 245. Taysaams, 26s. 6d. to 29s. 6d. Maibash, 33s. 6d. 
to 36s. The demand both for export and home consumptiun is very 
limited, and buyers are no doubt waiting to see the effect of the large 
arrivals, The quality of the Silk now unloading is most unsatisfactory, 
and unless there be a larger proportion of good and fine Silk in the next 
arrivals, available parcels of both Tsatlee and Taysaam will be scarce in- 
deed. Some of our leading throwsters complain much of the careless reel- 
ing and deterioration in quality of even Chop Silk, and suggest that steps 
should be taken in China to obviate this evil for the coming season. Japan 
Silk is now almost completely neglected, and the stock is accumulating ;

confidence in a short supply, do not press sales. Deliveries from Ist to 
8th inclusive: China, 544 bales; Japan, 122; total, 666 bales.

THE TEA TRADE. 
(Produce Markets’ Review.) 

Tke course of events in the tea market during the past year has been 
very remarkable. The decline in prices, to the present extremely low 
point, has been almost uninterrupted, and yet without stimulating con- 
sumption to the extent that might naturally have been expected to be the 
cave. At the same time shipments from China have been larger than 
ever; and, although rates here are lower than they have been for many 
years, much better prices have been realised by the Chinese. It is impoa- 
sible that so unequal an exchange can be carried on for any length of 
time; and, although the attempt has now been made for two consecutive 
years to fix the price in China, it becomes yearly more and more evident 
that it will in future be London, and not China, that is ultimately to 
determine value. The price of each kind of tea is evidently to be regu- 
lated by the tastes and wants of the public here, and in order to ascertain 
the qualities for which the best return may be expected, the Chinese 
should theinselves take the initiative, and consign their produce direct to this 
country, without the intervention of middlemen or agents. There would 
then be a better chance of reaching the lowest possible cost compatible 
with a fair profit for the merchant. The old system of holding large 
quantities for a market has in more instances than one been weighed in 
the balance and found wanting. In the conrse of a few years a new 
system of commerce will be inaugurated, andthe consumers brought more 
closely into relation with the original growers of the produce. Thus the 
cost of the article will be smaller, nany intermediate expenses being swept 
away. No previous period within our recollection could have better ex- 
emplified the futility of any speculation in produce than the year 1866. 
{t commenced with an apparently favourable condition of the market for 
purchases in advance; for in reality the state of the tea market at the 
close of the year 1865 was such as might fairly have encouraged a hope 
of an improvement in prices for the ensuing year, and a sure, though 
perhaps only gradual revival of what was looked upon as a somewhat 
drooping trade. 

It was hardly to be expected that any great animation would have re- 
sulted from the adverse settlement of the question; but it is by no means 
improbable that holders would have shown a much less eager disposition 
to realise, and that a much greater briskness would have ensued, had it 
not been for the terrified condition of people at this period, and the almost 
total suspension of business short of actual requirements in consequence of 
the money panic. It is true that no very considerable fall was at firse 
admitted to have occurred in first-hand teas, these being for the most part 
withdrawn from the market, but the decline on the second-hand parcels, 
which were pressed for sale in considerable quantities, was very severe. 
It must be borne in mind that the effect of extreme prices, high or low, is 
twofold; they exercise an immediate influence, of course, on the present 
condition of the market, but they also have an influence to a greater 
degree than would at first sight be imagined on the speculative changes 
to which all articles of produce, and tea as much or more than any, 
are invariably liable. Any unusual rise or lowering of prices extends 
the limits within which speculation operates; and the fact that rates have 
on some occasions fallen to a very low point, or the reverse, may be the 
actuating cause of a certain reluctance in buyers to purchase on the one 
hand, or of sellers to realise on the other. It is argued by the sanguine 
that that which has occurred may occur again; but exceptional valua- 
tions, in times of unusual panic or speculation, can never be considered as 
proper bases of comparison, and any views founded on such imperfect 
groundwork are liable to be entirely upset almost as soon as they are 
formed, because they are destitute of that viel-seitigkeit, or many-sided~ 
ness, which can alone give the conditions of stability. The partial re- 
storation of confidence in commercial circles, subsequent to the panic, was 
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not reflected in the tea market, as the first-hand parcels which had been 
kept off the market during the height of the panic were now offered en 
masse, and forced sales, almost unprecedented in size, were held, succeeded, 
as might have been expected, by extreme quietude during the months of 
May and June, and a fall of 6d. per Ib., as compared with the prices paid 
at the corresponding period of the previous year. This fall resulted in one 
good effect, in that it successfully operated as a check upon the system of 
buying forward, the risks attendant upon which have been so frequently 
pointed out by all those who have at heart the real interests of the trade. 
At this time, too, the long-expected falling off in the amount of our stocks 
appeared, although to a far less extent than had been anticipated. On the 
Bist of January the stocks were estimated at eighty-eight millions ; on the 
28th of February they were nearly ninety-one millions. On the last days 
of March, April, May, and June, they were ninety-six millions, ninety- 
-eight-millions, ninety-nine millions, and one hundred and seven millions 
respectively. The following month witnessed a fall from one hundred and 


seven millions to ninety-seven millions, whilst the imports, which, during 


the months of April, May, and June, stood at twelve millions, fifteen mil- 
lions, and nineteen millions respectively, fell off during July to one and 
.a-half millions. 


On the commencement of the shipments of new tea, with the view of 


‘anticipating the regular tea season, and of obtaining a priority in the 
market for the sales of China produce, the costly experiment was again 
tried of aending tea overland ; the results, however, were far different to 
those anticipated, and as the prices obtained for these teas were only 


slightly, if at all, in advance of the rates paid for old teas of similar 


qualtity, there is less likelihood of this speculative movement being 
repeated. By the middle of August the shipments from China had 
amounted to the unprecedented size of thirty-two million Ibs., and on the 
‘knowledge of this fact reaching England the large public sales contributed 
to keep down the low level of prices, Thus, in remarkable contrast to the 
dullness of the tea trade in England, the market in China opened, or was 
reported to have been opened, at an advance of from 6d. to 9d. over the 
extreme rates of the year previous. The anomaly is worth recording, though, 
as might have been expected, it was utterly without effect on prices in 
the English market. It is indeed difficult to see how, under any circum- 
stances, a permanent advance of the London market could have been ex- 
pected through reports of high prices paid abroad, unless from an utter 
ignorance on the part of the speculating merchants in China of the fact 
that excessive shipments might be looked for from Chinese ports; as cir- 
~Cumstances turned out, these mad speculations, happening concurrently 
with the severe monetary pressure in England, and unusual imports, 
appear absurd enough. 


The effect on the market of the reduction of the Bank rate from 10 to 
8 per cent. was shown more in the feeling of general confidence established 
than in any actual improvement in prices, or any increased activity in 
trade. Again, a revival was, no doubt, anticipated by many on the 
arrival of the new cargoes; but it seems pretty clearly proved by the ex- 
perience derived from the past year, that comparatively little excitement 
will be felt on the arrivals of the new season's teas for the future. In 
fact, it is probable that all distinction between old and new teas will be 
gradually obliterated, as the communication between London and the 
Chinese ports seems likely to be continuous throughout the year. Occa- 
sionally, during the months of September and October last, there was an 
apparent approach to a larger amount of business, but this must be con- 
sidered due, not so much to any increased competition on the part of 
buyers, as to the abatement from the original high valuations made by 
importers, who now found it impossible to maintain extreme rates in the 
face of a falling market and overwhelming stocks. The general terdency 
to a decline was never more strongly marked than during the month of 
“November and this month. When a perfect race to realise has been ex- 
hibited by many classes of the holders of tea, extraordinary variations 
in prices have occurred, some stoutly maintaining that fine teas preserve 
their value, others that all kinds had suffered most severely, and numerous 
sales ba‘ occurred at prices that could only argue a determination to realise 
at almost any sacrifice. Indeed, the whole course of events during the 
past year—so far, at least, as the tea market is concerned—has been such 
as to prove how erroneous any anticiputions are likely to be when based 
‘only on narrow inferences drawn from the experience of one or two years 
immediately preceding, or from reports from a far distant, country, from 
interested sources. The occurrences of the past year have brought into 
. greater prominence the wisdom of holding the lightest possible stocks, and 
of buying for immediate requirements only. The increasing estimation 
in which public sales are held as the real criterion of valus is also remark- 
able. The Chinese have done well this year, and there is no fear, there- 
fore, of any want of supply, even if there were not nearly twelve montha’ 
stock in London. We cannot expect better prices under these circum- 
stances. 





THE HONG KONG GARRISON. 
(ABMY AND NAVY GAZETTE. ) 

What have the Horse Guards to do with Hong Kong? Why are there 
any British regiments at Hong Kong at all? The answer to the first 
-question is simple. The answer to the second is very simple too, but it 
involves most serious considerations. What the Horse Guards have to do 
with Hong Kong is to furnish indirectly a regiment, or regiments, as may 
‘be required for the station, at the request or order of departments over 
which they have no control, and to see that the roster of service is properly 
carried on. It was so unjust on the part of the leading journal to attack, 
the Horse Guards in this matter that we must suppose the name of that’ 
particular department was used generally for the words “the authorities,’t 
‘which have the merit of vagueness, as a peg on which to hang any weigh- 
-of censure. In the first place we believe the leading journal has been mish 
informed as to the sanitary condition of the 2nd battalion of the 20tn 
Regiment to which it refers; in the seoond place, we are quite certain 
that the leading journal is altogether wrong in supposing the Goldes 
Fleece (now taking out the 73rd Regiment) to bea sailing ship. She ih 
-on the contrary, a fast and spacious screw steamer. Now as to what Britise 
regiments do in Hong Kong full information can no doubt be given by-the 
tea, opium, and silk houses in the City and elsewhere. We have no more 
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natural right to have English regiments in Hong Kong than the Emperor 
of China has to have his battalions of braves in the Isle of Wight. It was 
not to serve any purpose of the Army or Navy or Horse Guards that wars 
were carried on against the Chinese, and concessions of land won from 
them in order to make settlements which have to be garrisoned by British 
soldiers, Horse Guards and War Office would alike be glad to escape 
from Hong Kong and its cognate stations, but what would the Chinese 
merchant say? The subject is part of a very much larger question. How 
is Great Britain, with a population of 30,000,000, without a conscription 
to find volunteers for the service of her Army in every part of the world, 
healthy or unhealthy ? How are we to stand the drain of India alone ? 
The Times suggests, nay, orders the employment of Sikh soldiery 
or Indian mercenaries in unhealthy places euch as Hong Kong. 
Now, the present drain on Great Britain from India is caused 
by the great military mutiny, which showed it would not be safe to 
trust India to a native army. But that lesson in itself was but a page out 
of the great book of history, which has in every chapter wherein it deals 
of the decay of empires the one stereotyped passage to show the fatal 
results of trusting remote dependencies or conquered provinces to foreign 
mercenaries. It would be a most hazardous experiment to confide the 
honour of our flag and the safety of our possessions to Sikh mercenaries. 
The Punjaubee, with all his fine qualities, is not a model of virtue, 
honesty, or self-denial, and abroad, and from his own people, he looks on 
all mankind as enemies, against whom his normal state is war, The 
British merchant would protest very loudly, aftera year or so of Sikh 
protection, that it was impossible to live with him; and the contact of the 
Sikhs and Chinese would give rise to endless squabbles, and thence 
to serious complications. As a smaller evil, why not emplo 
Chinese? A body drilled as police, in European hands, and wit 
such officers as Gordon, who is notthe only Gordon in the Army, 
might do all that was required to protect our commerce, and to preserve 
peace, and maintain the status of the British merchant. It would not be 
half so expensive a force as the Sikhs; and, indced, it remains to be 
seen if the Sikhs would engage at all for lengthened service across the sea ; 
although they will go anywhere for a brief campaign, in the hope of 
“glory,” which in Punjaubee is ‘‘loot.” It is quite impossible to fix the 
depots of trade, and the great emporiums of commerce, with regard to 
sanitary laws. Just as great ports are often found at the head of intricate 
navigations, great markets are oftentimes situated in the very midst of pesti- 
lence and maladies. New Orleans is the head-quarters of the cotton 
trade and yellow jack; Hong Kong is what the llth and 20th know it 
to be, and what many a millionaire knows it to be too. Shall we, when 
a station is found to be dreadfully destructive to life, abandon it, saying 
to our merchants, “ If you like to live there you must not expect us to 
peril the lives of our soldiers with you ;” or shall we try, on a gigantic scale, 
the system of native mercenaries?” We believe the former would be almost 
the safer course of the two, but if it be not by pase of there is a simple 
application which can be tried with effect. Money will do anything, and 
special corps for service in unhealty stations can be raised, the expenses 
over and above the usual cost being defrayed out of the revenue to be de- 
rived from local taxation on profits of trade. For the poor women and 
children we feel the deepest commiseration. It is cruel to husbands and 
fathers to separate them from their families, and it is crueller still to send 
the latter to hotbeds of disease. The British Army is too domestic and 
cultivates family affections too much for its own happiness; but with care 
healthy sites might be found for the women and children at all events. 
It is possible to diminish mortality in unhealthy stations, but a murderous 
outbreak of disease may occur in an instant, despite every human care or 

recaution. Even Sikhs die of cholera, dysentery, and fever; even Sikhs 
ave feelings and families; and although they are raw material, and may 
be used up in a great colonial and imperial engine as so much waste, they 
may at last demand confpensation or insurance, and they are very like to 
do it when we are least in the condition to refuse their demands or resist 
their excesses. 

Tag ScuTTLinc or THE Sup “ Severn.” — The prisoners Holds- 
worth, Berwick, Dean, and Webb have undergone a final examination at 
the Mansion House, before Mr. Alderman Finnis, on the charge of casting 
away the ship Severn, with intent to defraud the underwriters of £18,000, 
insurance effected on the ship and cargo. Four additional witnesses were 
examined. Two adduced evidence showing that Holdsworth and Berwick 
were at Newport together before the sailing of the Severn, evidently super- 
intending business together, up to the vessel sailing ; Messrs. Douglas and 
Lupton, insurance brokers, proving effecting insurances at Lloyd’s on the 
Severn, as well as the London and Caledonian Marine offices, and in the 
Friend-in- Need office. Mr. Lupton received his instructions from Holds-~ 
worth at Messrs. Smith and Simpson's office in George-yard, Lombard- 
street. This closed the case for the prosecution. The prisoners were then 
committed to Newgate there to await their trial at the February sessions cf 
the Central Criminal Court. 

Tue Loss or THE Snip “ WxsTminsteR.”—It is to be hoped that 
when the new China and Japan mail route via San Francisco is opened, 
our transatlantic friends will be enabled to give us something better, in the 
way of telegraphic news than a rechauffe of intelligence published in 
London six weeks back. The loss of the ship Westminster, bound from 
Shanghai to London, on the Pratas shoal, the capture of the wreck by 
Chinese pirates, and the rescue of a portion of her crew by the ship China 
and gunboat Osprey. were all duly recorded in the London and China 
Telegraph of the 28th November. By way of a bit of startling news, 
however, the Atlantic cable now brings us the following telegram :—* The 
ship Westminster, from Calcutta for London, was captured in the Pacific 
Ocean in September by Chinese pirates. A portion of the crew were 
murdered, and the remainder were set adrift, but were subs-quently 
rescued.” And this piece of absurdity is reproduced Ly most of the daily 
papers in a paragraph headed ‘‘ Chinese Pirates.” It is hardly necessary 
to point out that if the Westminster had been going from Calcutta to 
London, instead of from Shanghai, the Pratas shoal must have entirely 
changed its position, and the ship must have got several thousand miles 
out of her course, to give even a shadow of probability to these statements. 
Fortunately the news is so very stale that this entirely erroneous version 
ean do no mischief.

TIIE EAST INDIA TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

WE have already had occasion to notice the arrival in China 
of Dr. MacGowan as commissioner of a company which proposes 
to construct lines of telegraph to connect the treaty ports on 
the coast. We have now received from New York the prospectus 
of the “ East India Telegraph Company,” incorporated by Act 
of Congress, which announces the immediate commencement of 
operations. The authorised capital of the company (which, 
being American, is not “limited”), is $5,000,000, in 
$100 shares; and we understand that the scheme will 
shortly be formally introduced in London, as a considerable 
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and Americans may reap the greatest advantage from it. The old 
barriers of exclusiveness and separation among the races and nations of 
mankind will be broken down, the highest civilisation will spread over the 
whole earth, and the prophetic era of universal brotherhood may be realised.. 
At all events this is a wonderful age of progress, in which the telegraph 
is a mighty power, and it would hardly be safe to conjecture as to how 
far we may go or what may yet be performed by the genius of man and 
medern science. 








THE FRENCH KOREAN EXPEDITION. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

The Moniteur left us all in the dark concerning the expedition 
of Admiral Roze until you published the unpleasant news 
which reached you by way of Kiatcha, then only, on the 28th 
December, the official journal gave the October and November 
accounts of the affair with considerable details. It appears 
that the squadron consisted of one ffigate, two screw corvettes, 
two despatch boats, and two gunboats, and that the Admiral 
took up his position on the 13th of October before the island 
of Boisee, cighteen miles from Kanghoa, and, on the following 
day, the gunboats towed the boats containing the marines 
belonging to the squadron and a detachment of marine fusiliers 
from Yokohama, but no numbers are given, eutered the Salt 
River, and encamped without meeting any resistance at about 
three miles irom Kanghoa. On the 15th a reconnoitring 
party headed by Captain d’Osery reached a fort which com- 
manded the town, and was there received by a well-sustained 
fire of musketry and of two small guns; in a few minutes 
however, the Koreans fled and the fort and one standard 
remained in the hands of the French. On the 16th the 
Admiral arrived with all his forces in front of the town, 
which is surrounded by a crenulated wall more than twelve 
feet high. When about a hundred yards from the chief gate 
they were received with a smart fire, but the wall was quickly 
mounted and the place taken. The magazines are described 
as immense, and containing ten thousand muskets and ammu- 
nition of all kinds ; when an inventory was made it appeared 


quantity of the stock is said to be held here, and it is proposed | that there were eighteen chests containing silver in ingots and 


to place afurtler portion in this market. The names of some 
English merchauts will shortly be added to the board of directors, 
and the board of local management in China will also be revised 
in order to secure the moral support of all the treaty Powers. 

The prospectus sets forth that owing to the rapid progress 
made with the Russo-American Telegraph, only some 850 miles 
of wire are now needed to complete the direct communication 
between Peking, New York, and San Francisco; and that a 
line connecting Peking with the treaty ports will thus at no 
distant date place them all in direct communication with the 
whole of the .Western World. It then proceeds to show 
that when the English line of telegraph to India is 
extended to Canton, the company will have under their 
control two distinct lines of communication with Europe 
and America. And until these missing links are 
supplied, it is assumed that there will be ample local 
employment for the system of lines which are to be commenced 
immediately, starting from Canton, and touching successively at 
Macao, Hong Kony, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Nan- 
king, and Peking. The entire distance to be thus traversed is 
estimated at 1,435 miles, and the subsequent extension to 
Kiachta at 850 miles. ‘There wilf also be branch lines to 
Newchwang aud Kiukiang. The prospectus states that no diffi- 
culty is apprehended in carrying out the proposed works, as an 
exclusive right has been granted to this company by the Chinese 
Government, and men and materials are already on the way to 
commence operations. It will be observed, however, that be- 
yond this we have no record of any active progress being made, 
and whether the undertaking willever be successfully achieved 
still remains s matter of uncertainty. The New York Herald 
has the following remarks on this project :— 

A company has been formed—" The East India Telegraph Company ” 
—in this city, under the energetic action of Mr. Perry McD. Collins, the 
original projector of the Russian-American Telegraph and the well-known 
Amoor River explorer, to extend branches of this line to China and India. 
The privilege of establishing a telegraph along the coast of China has al- 
ready been obtained from the Chinese Government, and efforts are now 
being made to obtain the further privilege of carrying it into the heart of 
the Celestial empire. The parties engaged in the enterprise have 
reason to believe that they will soon be able to extend the tele- 
graph among the hundrets of millions of Chinese, and to Peking 
itself. The Chinese merchants of San Francisco have taken the deepest 
interest in the matter, and have memorialised the Government in 
China to favour it. When this network of telegraphs shall penetrate, as 
it doubtless will soon, the four hundred millions of people in the 
“* Flowery Kingdom” and the other vast populations of Asia,what a revo- 
lution will be produced! The annual external commerce of Eastern Asia 
is estimated at sixteen hundred millions of dollars. This enormous 
amount will be vastly increased under the influence of the telegraph, 
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official documents. The Admiral then issued a proclamation: 
stating that he came to seek redress from the Government but 
that the people would not be molested. The blockade of the 
river of Seoul, says the WVoniteur, and the capture of Kanghoa, 
must produce a deep impression on the Korean Govern-- 
ment, for the town, situated at the embouchure of the 
river commands the chief road by which the capital receives 
its provision of rice aud other articles. On the 19:h the 
Admiral received a letter from the King, who inquired what 
satisfaction the former demanded in the name of the Emperor 
his master. On the 22nd October Admiral Roze was still in 
Kanghoa waiting for interpreters from Shanghai. 

Later despatches, dated 6th November, state that a few days 
after the negotiations {had taken a favourable turn, and {the 
uews of the results, “up to this time favourable,” had produced 
the best impression in the various European settlements in. 
China. The first negotiations, we are told, were retarded by 
the fact that the interpreters with Admiral Roze only under- 
stood current Chinese and not the Mandarin tongue used in 
Korea for official purposes. A corvette was therefore 
despatched to Shanghai as stated above. Nothing is 
said about the unfavourable news received in England, 
though it is difficult to conceive that the Imperial Go- 
vernment should have been kept in the dark. Somme of the 
Paris journals insinuate that the London papers seem 
much delighted with the rumours of defeat, but we do 
not know where they found ary evidence of such a feeling, 
especially as the despatch by way of Kiachta expresses the 
unfortunate effect of the news as regards European prestige. 
The Afontteur, and after it the other Paris journals, have 
reproduced the account which appeared in the London and 
China Telegraph of the 13th of December, and in so doing 
bear evidence against the insinuations mentioned above, for the 
concluding paragraph runs as follows :—* This act of piracy of 
the Koreans has led the English journals of the Far East to 
desire that France may punish severely the natives of the 
peninsula for the massacre of our missionaries.” 





THE TEA TRADE.* 

Tue writer of an article in the Produce Markets Review, in 
reviewing the course of the market for the past year, recom- 
mends that the Chinese should themselves consign to London 
direct. This would of course have the effect of abolishing the 
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China firms now engaged in the trade, it would be an unpre- 
cedented thing in almost any trade, and certainly not one 
suited to the interests of English merchante generally. If the 
native owners and growers of the produce of India and China 
adopt such steps, it is certainly bringing trade to a curious 
pass. No doubt great blame is to be attached to the 
representatives of houses in China who allowed such prices 
to be given, and it is of the last importance that such mis- 
takes should not be repeated; it must however be remem- 
bered, that these high prices have been mainly produced by the 
prices given by the London dealers last year. This has caused 
immense ruin to the trade, and has of course increased the diffi- 
culty with the Chinese holders for the next year, as they will 
come with the same story when the season opens, about high 
prices, short crops, &c. We quite agree with the statement that 
all the information gained by our merchants in China as 
to the real condition of things “ up country ” is unreliable and 
to a great extent a pack of lies; they are not blind to all 
these dodges and certain'y do not put the faith in them which 
the writer assumes. We can quite appreciate the intentions of the 
writer, which are simply to put an end to the late high prices 
and consequent losses ; and we can assure him that he will be 
able to buy on pretty well his own terms if the competition 
between the foreign houses in China ceases, seeing that no 
man more appreciates the nimble dollar than a Chinaman. They 
are very averse to “consigning,” and will only do sounder peculiar 
circumstances, involving other advantages from the firm through 
whom they ship. Independent of the high rates given in England 
last season, the buyers in China for the present one had before 
them the expected increase of consumption, the total estimated 
at twelve million pounds a month ; and the consumption with the 
export has actually averaged this year about eleven and a-half 
million pounds, while the export from all China in last season 
was only about 115 millions, and for this season, according to the 
latest accounts, it will not exceed 120. This combined with 
the fact that orders had been sent out to buy on Russian 
and other account at extreme limits, caused the high 
prices we have had so seriously to lament. A great deal of the 
mischief is caused by the keen competition for the first chops 
which come to market, and the houses who are acting on com- 
mission, in many cases outbid the merchants operating on their 
own account, and once the price is conceded it is most difficult 
to obtain any reduction. It is quite evident that there is 
plenty of tea for every operator in China if they would only 
wait, but of course they cannot be all supplied at once ; and the 
Chinese seeing the great avidity which exists to get off the first 
clipper ships, would be very soft indeed if they did not hold out 
for extreme rates. This haste to get off the ships is at the 
root of the evil. Instead of sweeping away the China mer- 
chants, we say sweep off the commission orders, and the credits 
granted by brokers and others to Tea tasters and people of no 
means. Leave the trade to those who properly represent it, and 
they will manago it to their own profit and to the advantage of 
the trade and consumer at home. The prices lately ruling 
are not low except by comparison, they are much higher 
than those ruling ten and fifteen years since, and with the large 
increase in production in China it is only fair to assume that the 
cost is less and not more now than then. An opinion, we know, 
obtains in Mincing-lane that prices will rise at the end of the 
present month. ‘lhe importers are holding off, and rates are 
already 1d. higher. We shall be curious to watch the result, for 
in the present condition of the market there is opportunity for 
speculating on the deliveries and arrivals forthe next few months. 
There is certainly room for doubt on the subject whether the 
trade will not be disposed toincrease their stocks, while importers 
will increase their demands as a natural response to such a 
movement, and then comes the point,—will the dealers give in? 
Another change in the tea trade is also talked of, which is a 
reduction in the prompt from three months to one. This is 
partly owing to the proposed alteration in the usance of bills 
drawn in China against shipments, which it will be remem- 
bered the banks notified would be from the 1st instant, only 
purchased at four instead of six months’ sight. To attempt 
this alteration would be simply transferring the financial 
difficulty to the buyers, which would restrict business, and 
soon tell against the importer. 


THE TANJONG PAGAR DOCK COMPANY AT 
SINGAPORE. 
By the last mail we learn that this company’s premises are in 
a forward state, and the dock will be ready for opening in Sep- 
tember next together with an extensive machine shop. During 
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the past few months the wharves have accommodated shipping 
to a very considerable extent, and the net income as a return 
for the outlay is already equal to about £10,000 per annum. 
The wharves are connected with the town by a good road anda 
line of telegraph. Railway communication is also contemplated. 

There are two distinct schemes involved, 1st, Wharfage and 
storage accommodation for coals and gencral merchandise ; 2nd, 
A graving dock capable of receiving the largest merchantmen, 
and machine shops for effecting the repairs required by steam 
vessels. More than 750 feet of wharfage is now completed, 
and forms the frontage to coal sheds for upwards of 10,000 tons 
of coal, and warehouses for the storage of produce and manu- 
factured goods. 

The charges to vessels for the use of the wharves, which are 
to be fitted with every appliance for the rapid loading and dis- 
charge of vessels, are about 1s. per ton on merchandise, and 
6d. per ton on coal, and tho cost of transit to the town is no 
more than the boat hire incurred from the open roadstead. 
Considering that vessels are sometimes detained in the roads 
two months in unloading and receiving their homeward cargo, 
a considerable saving to both shipowners and merchants is 
effected by this company. The works are all under the manage- 
ment of Mr. W. J. Duport, late resident engineer of the Birken- 
head Docks, and are being pushed forward rapidly. 


AN embassy from Japan, consisting of 19 persons, of whom 
two are ambassadors, ten officers, secretaries, and interpreters, 
and seven servants, has arrived at Paris, ea route to Berlin and 
St. Petersburg, and thence to the United States. These commis- 
sioners will not remain in France more than a short time at 
present, but are expected to be in Paris for the opening of the 
coming Exhibition. 

WE have reason to believe that the Stamp Act introduced by 
the Governor of Hong Kong, which has formed such a fruitful 
theme for discussion and dissatisfaction, will receive the sanction 
of H.M.’s Government, as also the Junk and Harbour Ordinance. 
Sir Richard MacDoanell will of course be gratified at this re- 
sult ; no doubt the opposition will vanish when the measures 
get into working order, and any vexatious clause removed by 
the Governor. 


THE Colonial Statistics of 1864 have been published, and 
The Times of the 9th inst. gives some interesting extracts from 
the report of Sir Hercules Robinson, the Governor of Ceylon. 
The detention in the publication is owing to the non-arrival of 
the Australian reports. We trust that the Colonial-office will 
in future publish these returns as they are received. 


WHEN noticing the “ Hong Kong Garrison ” in our last issue, 
we omitted to state that permission had been granted to the 
local authorities to raise a Special Chinese Corps. If these 
Chinese are used for keeping guard over stores, &c., it will be 
on the principle of setting one thief to catch another. 


Mr. G. T. Rickerrs, the newly appointed Consul for Manila, 
proceeded to his destination by the last mail. 


CoLonEL Orb, C.B., the Governor of the Straits Settlements, 
proceeds to Singapore by the mail of 4-10th Feb.

Ziterature 
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Japanese Odes, with Translations ; being Stanzas by a Century 
of Poets translated into English. By F. V. Dicktys, M.B. London : 
Smith, Elder and Co.—This little volume embodies a praise- 
worthy attempt to bring to the knowledge of the English public 
a collection of lyrical stanzas so popular among the Japanese 
that they are in truth “familiar in their mouths as household 
words,” and are committed to memory even by young children, 
just as are our own time-honoured but invariably idiotic nursery 
rhymes. These poems appear to have an antiquity of from 
600 to 1,000 years. They do not claim to represent 
the highest class of Japanese poetry, but are simple 
metrical renderings of pleasing sentiments, generally of 
a descriptive or amatory nature; and viewed in this light 
are well worthy of perusal, especially by those who take an 
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interest in the poetry of the East. ‘Translations of verse in 
which neither the beauty nor the vigour of the original is 
sacrificed to the pedantry of the translator are very rare, and 
in this respect the work before us deserves high commendation ; 
for without any attempt to preserve a uniform metre a truth- 
fal, pleasing, aud rythmical version has been produced of each 
ode. An appendix coutains the text in Japanese, a literal 
rendering of each ode in English, ana an index so copious that 
it might have been more appropriately termed a glossary. In 
his preface the translator pays a graceful compliment to Pro- 
fessor Summers, to whose aid he avows himself greatly indebted. 


The volume is got up in very characteristic style. 

In general Literature there are few additions to note. In History and 
Biography, Mr. Espinasse (the successor, we believe, of Mr. Hannay, 
editor of the Edinburgh Courunt) publishes the first volume of a new Life 
of Voltaire, to be completed in 3 vols. ; Mr. Fox Bourne gives us two volumes 
devoted to Memoirs of Great English Merchants, from early to recent 
times; and Mr. John Bond, a Handy Book of Rules and Tubles, for Verifying 
Dates of Historical Events. In Geography and Travel, Lady Herbert 
narrates, in one volume containing 15 illustrations, her Jmpressivns of 
Spain in 1866; Mr. Thomas Hodgkin publishes a A Varrative of a Journey 
Zo Morocco in 1863 and 1864, with geological annotations; Mr. J. Mac- 
Gregor follows up his Rob Roy adventures with a new volume entitled 
The Rob Roy on the Baltic, which is a narrative of a canoe cruise through 
Denmark, Schleswig-Holstein, the North Sea, and the Baltic, with numer- 
ous illustrations, maps, and music; Mr. C. R. Weld, who is an annual con- 
tributor tothis section of our summary publishes a volume descriptive of 
Florence, the New Capital of Italy, the result of a recent sojourn there ; 
under the title of Yesterday and To-duy in India, Mr. Sidney Laman Blan- 
chard republishes from “All the Year Round” and other publications 
a number of sketches, chiefly of Anglo-Indian life; and we find a new 
volume of Oriental travel, entitled Jf, Pilgrimage to Eastern Shrines, by 
Eliza C. Bush. In Fiction we have a new novel by Mr. George Meredith, 
entitled Vittoria, in 3 vols.; also, The Clives of Burcot, by Hesba Stret- 
ton, 3 vols.; The Fortunes of Fairstone, by R. W. Baddeley, 3 vols.; A 
Wonan's Confession, by Lady Campbell, 8 vols.; Jfy Sister Dagmar, a 
tale, by C. A. M. W.; and Great Hurefield, a story in 1 vol. 

Messrs. Longmans and Co. will publish in a few days, The Wild Ele- 
phant, its Structure and Habits, with the Method of Taking and Training it 
in Ceylon, by Sir J. Emerson Tennent, with woodcuts.

embark for the Bahamas, 

A circular memorandum has just been issued from the Horse Guards, 
by order of his Royal Highness the Field Marshal Commanding-in- Chief, 
by which the provisions of circular No. 106, dated the 15th of February, 
1861, and circular No. 186, of the 28th of February, 1862. for the re- 
calling from the half-pay all officers able to serve on full pay, and for 
those on the half-pay who were not fit for service to retire from the 
service, if they so wished, by the sale of their commissions, are, with the 
concurrence of the Secretary of State for War, suspended until further 
notice. 

“We understand,” says the Army and Nary Gazette, ‘‘ that the Lords 
of the Admiralty have informed Mr. E. J. Reed, the chief constructor of 
the navy, that it ia their lordships’ intention to increase his salary, and to 
provide for his being placed on the highest grade established in the public 
service with reference to his superannuation whenever his health or length 
of service may induce him to retire. It will be gratifying to Mr. Reed 
and his friends to know that their lordships accompanied the announce- 
ment of these marks of their favour witha very handsome acknowledz- 
ment of the manner in which the chief constructor has hitherto discharged 
the important and onerous duties attached to his office.” 

The Rapid, 11, screw sloop, 672 tons, 150-horse power, Commander 
W. B. Stubbs, arrived at Spithead from the Cape of Good Hope station, 
and afterwards went into Portsmouth Harbour to coal and land a seaman 
who had broken his leg, having received orders to proceed round to the 
eastward to dismantle and pay aut.of commission. The Rapid sailed from 
Simon’s Bay on the 2lst of October, arrived at St. Helena on the 4th of 
November, and sailed thence on the 6th; arrived at Ascension on the 12th, 
sailed again on the 15th; arrived at Sierra Leone on the 25th, and sailed 
thence again on the 28th. As unarmoured sloops weakly built of wood 
and of small engine power, both the Rapid and Coquette will most pro- 
bably be broken up after being placed in the reserves. 

The Coquette, 4, screw gun vessel, Commander Arthur G. R. Roe, 677 
tons, 200-horse power, arrived at Spithead on the 8th inst., from China, 
and is ordered into Portsmouth Harbour to dismantle and pay out of com- 
mission. She,sailel from Singapore on the 4th of September, passed Anjer 
on the 13th, and arrived at the Cape of Good Hope on the 21st of October. 
The Cape was left again on the 31st of October, St. Helena reached on 
the 15th of November, and left again on the following day, arriving at 
Fayal on the 22nd December, and sailing thence on the 24th. 

The old line-of-battle ship, Belleisle, lent for some time past, and moored 
in the Thames, off Greenwich, as a cholera hospital ship, is ordered to be 
removed to Sheerness, being no longer required for that purpose. A short 
time ago she was run into and severely damaged on her starboard quarter 
by a passing steam- vessel. 

Orders have been issued by the Admiralty for the immediate . 
commencement at Portsmouth of two new vessels of the same 
dimensions and design as the Danze, of two more gun vessels from 
the drawings of the Ringdove, and of three gunboats to be driven, like the 
Ringdove, with twin screws. The last are to be on the plan which has 
been so successfully followed for some time on the Thames by the Messrs. 
J.and D. Dudgeon, the constructors of the machinery of the hydraulic gun 
vessel Waterwitch. The two vessels to be built on the lines of the Danae 
will be named the Sirius and the Dido. Their tonnage will be each 
1,268, and the nominal power of their enyines 350-horse. The two ves- 
sels to be built onthe Ringdore's design will be named the Magpie and 
Swallow, and will be or 663 tons each, propelled by twin screw engines 
of 160 nominal and collective horse-power. The three gunboats, the 
Cracker, Elk, and Avon, will have each a tonnage of 463 tons and engine 

wer of 160-horse power nominal, driving twin screws. They will be 
fitted with the engines of the old 60-horse power gunboats of Crimean 
date, which have been laid up at Haslar since the breaking up of the 
rotten hulls of the vessels. The smallest of these vessels will carry, 
at the least, one of the new 6}-ton rifled muzzle-loading guns. 


Continental cEntelliqence, 
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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, JAN. 7 


The gloomy, eventful, and ominous year has passed away, and indeed 
there is but little to which we, glancing back over that year, can recut 
with unmixed satisfaction. We began it under a Liberal Government, 
we ended it under the rule of a Conservative Ministry ; and a great many 
meastires that were proposed by the Liberals for the welfare of the colonies 
were frustrated in consequence of the selfish and sinister influences of the 
Conservatives. As well at home as abroad, the curtain of the year falls 
upon great events—the period is one of conflict and transition in both 
hemispheres. But it is not for me to trouble your readers with a review of 
1866, that perhaps would be long enough to be tedious and that scarcely 
could be sufficiently detailed to be instructive. |My duty is to relate the 
facts that have occurred since my last letter, that I wrote whilst Parliament 
was discussing some bills of mere local interest. The last discussions in 
the Second Chamber were only remarkable for the attempt of Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte to furnish the Government with a political echec, when the 
Bill upon the construction of the railway net was brought into discussion. 
Notwithstanding the endeavour of that member to induce the Chamber to 
decide that only a previous credit should be granted to the Government, 
failed, it was of high importance to see that Mr. Thorbecke and his friends 
supported the proposal. This was the first act, by which was shown thar 
agreement prevailed once more between these two statesmen. You will 
remember that the dispute between them caused the miserable posi- 
tion in which we now are. I need not say that the Conservatives, 
seeing the approaching union of the two factions of the Liberal party, 
were in the highest degree incensed, and they vented their indignation 
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when the Cattle P Bilt was brought forward. They attacked 
Mr. Thorbecke, who in their rage was accused of being the only sole 
eause of the epidemic that stil! prevails in our country, but not so severely 
assome weeks ago. When this stupid debate was at last closed, the Second 
Chamber took the Christmas recess, and will not meet again before the 
15th of February. The sittings of the Upper House were still less impor- 
tant; the membe-a seemed only to have met to approve of all the Bills 
that had passed in the Second Chamber. There was but one question of 
importance, viz., when the Ministry was interpellated upon the question of 
the Scheldt. You will remember that the dispute about the damming up of 
that river arose from the wish of Ho!land to close up a useless mouth of that 
stream to unite the Province of Zealand to the continent by a railway, 
the construction of which is already considerably advanced. The Belgians 
pretend that this measure is injurious to the navigation of the river, not- 
withstanding that the report of the mixed commission of Dutch and Bel- 
gian engineers proved the contrary. Their objections are due to the fear. 
that Flushing, once in direct communication with Germany, will injure 
Aatwerp, to which town the Belgian Government will make some con- 
cessions to restore the peace between the inhabitants of that town and the 
Government. The Dutch Government replied that it was free to carry 
out on their own territory such works of erabankment or weirage as their 
interests might counsel, and that it only was obliged to preserve the exist- 
ing waterway, or to replace it by another as good or bet'er. This stipu- 
lation is fulfilled by the opening of the new South Beveland Channel, 
which can be passed by ships of the largest tonnage. The Belgian Minister 
maintained his opinion even after the above-mentioned report was published, 
and he proposed that foreign Powers should send their enyineers to the spot, 
thus providing on impartial and disinterested arbitration. Against this 
demand our Government protested, whereupon the Belgian Minister 
Rogier, when questioned in both the Belgian Chambers upon the matter, 
conder-ned the attitude of our Government, which, however, was sup- 
abet by the greater part of our M.P.’s. In one of the last sittings of our 

pper Chamber, the Minister stated that our Government had fully main- 

tained the rights of the Netherlands, which could not accede to the un- 
just requirements of Belgium. He protested against the opinion of the 
latter State, that it alone could demand arbitration in this question, the 
less now that the subsequent investigations of Dutch and Belgian engineers 
proved the full rights of the Netherlands, and that the proposed embank- 
ment would even prove advantageous for the Western Scheldt. It is un- 
doubtedly very remarkable that nothing is published by the Belgian 
rs, so that in that country the greatest ignorance prevails about these 
ts. Inthe meanwhile England and France have acceded to the re- 
irements of Belgium. The British Cabinet appointed Mr. John 
ley to be member of this international commission of engineers, and 
France appointed Mr. Gosselin. The Prussian Government, however, 
declined still to send an engineer and the Kolnische Zeitung told us that 
it will not appoint, before our Government will have given its consent, that 
this commission should make investigations. This, however, scems not to 
be the real cause of the hesitating attitude of Count von Bismarck; I 
rather believe tnat he will oblige our King in that way to make some con- 
cessions with regard to the Luxemburg question, that still is unsettled. 
It is not yet decided if this Grand-Duchy will form a substantial state or 
that it will be involved in the North-German Confederation. I fear, that 
at last, the plans of Prussia’s premier will triumph, now that the political 
parties in that unhappy Luxemburg, the Grand-Duchy of our King, are 
eo divided that the greatest disharmony prevails. To re-establish 
order the Prince-stadholder was even obliged to threaten that he should 
leave the country, the independency of which he could not any longer 
warrant, when the Liberal opposition did its utmost to trouble the public 
order. A well credited rumour says that it will not suffer an investiga- 
tion. I need not add that the good harmony between our country and 
Belgium is very much threatened by the question. 

The Queen has met with an accident. While walking from her own 

ace to that of her son, the Prince of Orange, she slipped upon the snow, 
and fell with such violence that she became invensible. A soldier who 
was on the spot raised the Queen, and one of the King's aides-de-camps 
beving hastened from the palace, they carried her into the royal apart- 
ments. It is hoped that this fall will not lead to serious consequences 

Our Parliament being closed till February the papers only occupy them- 
gelves with the section reports that are published now andthen. They are, 
however, not of much importance, as the Liberals do not care to waste 
meany words about old questiona. But that the coming session will be one 
of great political excitement can scarcely be disputed. The air is too much 
surcharged with electricity, and the storm must be on the wing. The 
main question of course will be again the future of India, which will be- 
eome the stumbling-block for the Cabinet. The section report upon this 
chapter of the Budget expresses only discontent about the instability and 
inconstancy of this Government, whilst the majority have the firm convic- 
tion that it is more than time that the just claims of the Indian population 
will be consented to, and that more should be done for the welfare of those 
colonies that made us a rich power. 

Some time ago a parliamentary commission was named to investigate 
the international regulations about the drawbacks of sugar. According to 
the report now published the general opinion is that these regulations will 
prove to be disadvantageous both for the industry in Java and the exche- 
quer. This judgment will be received undoubtedly with great satisfaction 
in India. 

In one of the last sittings of the Belgian Parliament the treaty with 

and that State was approved of, after the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
had stated that for the negotiations between Belgium and Japan, the use 
of the Dutch language should be preferred over the French. 

In a former letter I made mention of the deplorable disturbances that 
prevailed at the Military Academy at Breda. Order is now restored; the 
ringleaders will be punished very severely; the organisation of the 
Academy will be altered totally ; a military rule will be introduced, whilst 
the Commander will be replaced—as rumour says—by Lieutenant- 
Colonel A. C. A. Sckonstedt. 

Negotiations are opened between ous Government and. that of Portugal 
to fix a commercial treaty between both these countries. 

It is with much regret that I must make mention of the well credited, 
rumoor that Sir Milbanke Huskisson, Ambassador of the Court of St. 
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James at the Hague, will ask for his dismissal in consequence of his il 
health, for the restoration of which he started some days ago for Nizza. 
His departure will be much lamented in the diplomatic circles of the 
Hague. 

Last week a beautiful iron war steamer Banka was launched at the 
yard of Messrs. Paul van Viissingen and Dudok van Heel at Amsterdam. 
This steamer, furnished with engines of 200-horse power, is destined for 
the naval service in India. 

In a former letter I mentioned that the finances of the Crystal ! Palace 
at Anisterdam were en decomfiture. The mast extraordinary rumours are 
in circulation about the future of that building, but the general opinion 
is that the managers will propose a plan by which the building will be 
saved for Amsterdam. It is a good sign that our capitalists are willing to 
make some monetary sacrifices for the erection of a monster hotel, next to 
the Crystal Palace. 

A company has been established here under the name of the Zuid 
Afrikaansche Maatschappy, with a very large capital. The aim of this 
company is to extend the trade on the South African coasts. There is 
also a rumour that a company will be established for extending our com- 
mercial relations with China and Japan.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBURG, JAN. 7. 


In one of my last Jetteras I mentioned the invention of a new gun by 
an armourer at Bremen, which was considered to be peculiarly adapted 
for arming vessels likely to be attacked by pirates. I am now enabled to 
give your readers some account of the trials that have been made, and 
which appear to be a great success. The new gun weighs about 4 cwt., 
the barrel being 3 feet 6 inches Jong, with a calibre of 23 inches; the 
charge is contained in a tin canister, with a wooden bottom, through 
which passes the fuse. The canister is filled with from 40 to 56 balls of a 
secret composition, which, on the explosion of the canister, scatter in all 
directions, and burn with an intense tire, emitting at the same time a suffo- 
cating gas. In the canister is alsoa small quantity—1-8th lb.—of explo- 
sive composition, which on ignition causes the cylinder to burst and scatter 
the balls. In the experiments that took place last week at Bremerhaven, 
the gun was loaded with a small charge (1-12th lb.) of powder at an ele- 
vation of 30 degrees, calculated for a distance of 300 yards, the culminat- 
ing point of the parabola being 150 yards distant, the length of the fuse 
being calculated to cause the explosion when 50 feet from the target. In 
the trials made the average duration of the burning of the balls was 77 
seconds, and they scattered over an area equal to a circle with a diameter 
of 21 feet. As experience shows that the Chinese pirates generally make 
their attack in calm weather, seldom approaching the poise the broad- 
side, but usually from the bow, or rowing up in the ship’s wake, such a 
gun, if mounted as a stern-chaser or in the bows, would do good 
service, and the advancing piratical junk must offer a fair mark to point 
at. The experiments were deemed highly satisfactory, and several 
Bremen shipowners resolved to arm their vessels with the new gun. 
Amongst others the ship Lesmona, fitting out at Bremerhaven for Hong 
Kong, has been supplied with the new gun and a good supply of the 
cartridges, in addition to her previous armament of six-pounder carronades 
throwing both full balls and grapeshot. 

The Hamburg barque Kali Maas, Captain Kohn, hence to Hong 
Kong, obliged to put back with damage from stormy weather in the North 
Sea, has now completed her repairs and left this port on the 4th inst. for 
her destination. 
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The sharp frost of the last two nights, when the thermometer fell to 
12 deg. Reaumur, or 5 deg. Fahrenheit, has created such quantities of 
floating ice in the Elbe that the navigation for sailing vessels is quite 
interrupted, and even steamers have great difficulty in working their way 
through. If the temperature continues as it is for two or three days more 
all navigation will cease. 

Dispatches have been received at Berlin announcing the safe arrival 
of the Prussian steam corvette Vineta at Honolulu, where she was 
preparing to proceed without delay to China. Tne official Staate- 
Anzetyer states that the Prussian Envoy at Peking had received instruc- 
tions to endeavour to persuade the Chinese Government to take urgent 
and efficacious measures to suppress piracy on the coast, and to support 
the representations of those European Powers that have promised assist- 
ance and co-operation. In reply the Prussian Envoy writes to say that 
he had received the promise of the Imperial Government to take energetic 
steps, and to obtain the immediate service of steamers for that purpose, 
even by chartering those disposable. There are, therefore, reasonable 
hopes of seeing the bancful institution of piracy in the Chinese waters 
within a short period effectually put down or at least reduced to a 
minimum. 

The Wreser-Zeilung publishes a letter from Yokohama of the 31st of 
October last, stating that the Prussian Consul at that port had succeeded 
in procuring permission for the Bremen ship Johanne Marie to load goods 
there, and it was hoped that in future it would not be so difficult to obtain 
this exceptional privilege.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

TeA.—The year has opened with a fair demand ; common to fair kinds 
of Congou show no change, but the prices for good teas rule in favour of 
importers to the extent of about 1d.to 14d. This rise is chiefly owing to 
importers not offering their stocks; they have held back very much, and 
if the market is not supplied by weak holders who must realise a further 
improvement of 1d. or 2d. (on the best Congous) may be expected, but 
at these rates the imports will still show a heavy loss, Oolongs and 
Souchongs are in fair request, but Flowery Pekves neglected. Scented 
teas arc in moderate demand at about former prices. There is nothing 
new in Indian or Japan tens. Greens have met with a steady sale at 
about former prices. The statistics present a great increase in the im- 
ports, the total for the year being 139,308,000Ibs. against 116,554,000 Ibs. 
in 1863. The deliveries show a small increase ; the total being 133,300,000 
Ibs. against 130,820,000 Ibs.; the increase in home consumption being 
4,200,000, but the decrease in export 1,600,000 lbs. 9 Our stock being 
89,605,000 Ibs. against 80,599,000 lbs. 

S1tx.—Importers of the earlier arrivals of China Silk realised handsome 
returns, but a change soon came over the market in China when the news 
from home of a steady market and advancing prices reached them; and 
a rise, unparalleled even in Shanghai, ensued, until rates considerably in 
advance of London quotations were readily paid, and the Chinese, as in 
tea, came in for the lion’s share of the profit. During the year the fluctua- 
tion in prices has not been great, say 15 per cent. at the utmost, and 
closing prices of the year are, in Chinas about 1s. to 1s. 6d. under the 
highest point, 31s. 6d. being now the value of best No. 3 Tsatlee, whilst 
the cost laid down here is 34s. The statistics forthe past year are as fol- 
lows: Imports: China, 26,141 bales in 1865, against 39,021 bales in 1865; 
Japan, 7,467 in do., against 11,730; Bengal, 8,450 in do., against 9,081. 
Total, 42,058 bales in 1866, against 59,832 bales in 1860. Deliveries : 
China, 30,573 bales in 1866, against 31,730 bales in 1865; Japan, 6,480 
in do., against 12,222; Bengal, 5,519 in do., against 9,696. Total, 
44,572 bales in 1866, against 53,608 bales in 1865. Stock, 31st Dec.: 
China, 14,594 bales in 1866, against 18,742 31st Dec. 1865 ; Japan 3,712 
in do., against 2,777 ; Bengal, 5,491 in do., against 4,520. Total, 23,797 
in 1866, against 26,048 in 1865. Japan Silk, owing to its short import, 
its generally mixed and inferior character, and the positive absence 
of suitable qualities from stock at certain periods, has _commanded 
a less important position than usual; demand has steadily existed for the 
best and finest qualities only. Bengal Silk has been in even less general 
inquiry than usual; as customary with this Silk there have been moments 
when there were no buyers, and holders had nothing to do bat wait; 
filatures have been—it is hard to understand why—neglected, or at the

best in small inquiry, notwithatandisg the general absence of fine Silks, 
and the want of such; and prices show a lower average comparatively 
han any other Silk. Cantons call for special remark on account of the 
un usually large imports and good deliveries; this Silk has come exceed 
ingly apropos for certain manufacturers, who have been free buyers at 
satisfactory prices; the ‘Tsat'ee reel of this Silk, when good, is in cunsi- 
deraLle favour for the continental markets. The stock of China Silk at 
the end of year was 15.192 seld ,5.6Ud unsold, aguinst a total of 26,048 
bales in 1865, being a deticit uf 2,251 bales. These figures include about 
5,000 bales of Benjal. 

Cuuna Sitk Pikce Goons.—There was an increased import of Pongee 
Handkerchiefs in 1865, the figures beings, as compared with the former 
year, 3,005 pieces Plain syaiust 2,504, and 4,858 Figured against 1,839. 
There were willing buyers at all times for the best qualities, and high 
prices were occasivnally puid for choice handkerchiefs. ‘The deliveries have 
been satisfactory, and the year opens with but small stocke, chiefly in 
importers’ hands, and which will be offered in public sale on 9th inst. 
There is a fair prospect fur goud medium and extra qualities, and it may 
be remarked that Crimson is returning to favour, so that assortments may 
again contain a due proportion of that eolour-both in plain and figured. 
Black Silk Handkerchieis have commanded very extreme rates on the 
few occasions of their arrival during the year; but the article is not one 
admitting of large regular import. Pongee Silk, “nil,” none have arrived ; 
the article is constantly being asked for, Damasks: The want of this 
valuable Silk is much felt. Probably no article of Chinese Silk manu- 
facture has been inure missed than this; an arrival of the good old- 
fashioned Crimson Damnasks would be most welcome. Crape Shawls tiud 
steady inquiry, und the arrivals go off fatisfacturily. 

Cotrox.—Since our last report prices have been fully maintained at 
the previous advance. The business done has been comparatively small, 
owing to the close of the market during the Christmas holidays. In the 
week ended 29th December the quantity sold was 2,900 bales, out of 
which 50 baies fair China realised 103d. perlb. No Dhollerah was offered. 
From that date to the 8th inst. the sales have been 6,360 bales on the spot, 
and about 3.001) bules for arrival. The quantity sold on the spot in- 
cluded 100 bales fair China at 104d. to 103d., and 320 bales Rangoon, of 
fair to fully fair quality, which realised od. to 93d. per Ib. Dhollerah 
was again absent from the market. Out of the quantity sold ‘to ar- 
rive,” 610 bales China, August sailing, guaranteed of fair quality, sold 
at 104d. per lb. The sales at Liverpool up to the 4th inst. amounted to 
64,350 bales. Fair Dhollerah is quoted 124d., being 4d. advance upon 
our last quotation. Telegraphic advices from New York to the 7th inst. 
place middling upland 353 cents. During the twelve months ended Dec. 
29, 1866, the total quantity of China and Japan cotton imported into 
Great Britain was 1%,844 bales weighing 6,143,144 Ibs., of which the 
consumption was 10,463 bales or 3,410,938 Ibs., and the export 9,387 
bales or 8,060,132 Ibs. The stock in Liverpoul on the 3lst Dec. was 
2,840 bales, and in London on the 4th Jan. 1,332 bales. 

Correr.—Colonial descriptions have been in goud demand at the ad- 
vanced prices given in our last, extending in some instances to a slight 
further advance. At auction the offers of Plantation Ceylun were 133 
casks, 21 barrels, 45 bags, which realised as follows :—Triaye, 348. to 49s. ; 
fine ordinary. 75s. 6d. to 763.; low middling to middling coloury, 79s. 6d.to 
82s. 6d.; good iniddling bold, 853. to 87s. per cwt. No business has been done 
in native, the only other offer at auction being 1,363 bags Manila, out of 
which 950 bays fine ordinary pale and good bold sold at 68s. per cwt. 
Privately a fair amount of business has been done in plantation, at prices 
similar to those realised at auction.

Hides in 1864. The sales during the same period have been 2,324,016 
Hides, against 2,351,668 Hides in 1865, and 2,137,440 Hides in 1864. 
150,417 Hides have been forwarded on owners’ account, against 315,393 
Hides in 1865, and 133,780 Hides in 1864. Leaving the present stock 
420,823 Hides, against 283,148 Hides in 1865, and 580,781 Hides in 1864. 
Showing, as compared with 1865, an increase of import of 214,820 Hides, 
a decrease of of sales of 27,658 Hides, and an access of stock at this date 
of 187,675 Hides. Of Batavia and Singapore the import bas been 45,726 
Buffalo Hides, against 65,059 Hides in 1865, and 40,794 Hides in 1864. 
From Manila 8,998 Hides, against 725 Hides in 1865, and 675 Hides in 
1864. Buffalo Hides met a dull trade during the first two months at a de- 
cline of 4d. to $d. per lb. on the closing rates of 1865, but this was re- 
covered in March, and during April and May a brisk demand caused a 
further advance of jd. per lb.

RULES. 

1. The Association shail be called ‘‘The East Indian 
Association,” tc be supported by Annual -Subscriptions 
and Voluntary Donations. 

2. The Association shall be for the independent and dis- 
interested advocacy and promotion by all legitimate means 
of the interests and welfare of India generally. As an 
Institution, the Association will, so soon as the funds per- 
init, prove a Library and Reading Room, and will always 
afford Members of Parliament, and the Public generally, 
information and assistance on all Indian subjects within 
its power. As a Body, it will receive communications, 
direct or through its Local Committees, on all those ques- 
tions of local or public interest which there are at present 
no adequate means of bringing to the notice of the Public 
or Legislature. 

8. The Association shall not take any notice of com- 
plaints of individuals against the Governments in India or 
their Civil und Military Servants; unless a question of 
public importance be involved therein; nor will it under- 
take to act in any matters that can be decided by Law 
Courts, or by Appeai to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. 

4. The Association shall consist of Resident and Non- 
Resident Members. Those residing in the United King- 
dom shall be called Resident, and all others Non-Resident 
Members. 

5. There shall be an Annual Meeting of the Association, 
to be held during the Session of Parliament, Ten Mem- 
bers to form a Quorum at all Meetings of the Association. 

6. The President and Six Vice-Presidents of the Associu- 
tion shall be elected at the Annual General Meeting. 

7. Special Sub-Committe¢s of Members, selected on ac- 
count of their knowledge of the subjects under reference, 
of whom Three shall form a quorum, shall be sppointed 
at the Annual Meeting, to tuke into consideration all 
matters referred to the Association by the Local Com- 
mittees and individuals. 

8. At the Annual Meeting a General Managing Commit- 
tee shall be appointed, of whom Four shall form a quoram, 
composed of a Chairman, Six Members, and the Chairman 
of each of the Special Committees, by whom a Secretary 
and Treasnrer shall be appoiuted, and the entire affairs 
of the Association managed. 

9. Local Committees shall he appointed in [ndia by the 
General Managing Committee; and the co-operation of 
independent Local Associatious in India is invited by the 
** East India Association.” 

10. After the lst January, 18’7, any person desirous of 
becoming « Member of the Association shall be proposed 
and seconded, and after Election by the Managing Com- 
mittee shall be required to pay an Aunual Subscription, 

in advance, on the lst of January in each year, of One 
Sovereign or Ten Rupees. The payment of Ten Sovereigns 
or One hundred Rupees in lieu of Annual Subscription, 
soall constitute Life-Membership. 

_1l, The Election of every Member shall be notified to 
him in writing by the Secretary, who shall transmit to 
him, at the same time, a copy of the Rules of the Associa- 

ion. 

12, Subscriptions unpaid on the Ist May in each year 
involve cessation of Membership, subject to appeal to the 
General Managing Committee. 

18. At the desire of Five Members of the General 
Managing Committee, or on the written requisition of Ten 
Members of the Association, the Secretary shall convene 
a Special Meeting of fle Association. 


14. The General Managing Committee shall have power 
to make and alter any bye-laws for the management of the 
Association. 

15. No addition to or altcration in these Rules shall be 
made, except at the Annual Meeting of the Association.

REPORT of the COMMITTEE to the FIRST ORDINARY MEETING of SHARE- 
HOLDERS held at the Office of the General Agents at HONG KONG, on 
November 19, 1866 :— 


The Committee have much satisfaction in being able to meet the Shareholders with a Report on the position the 
Company has attained in its first year of working, which will show its satisfactory establishment, its extensive business con- 
nection, and its undoubted prosperity. The Company was registered under the Company’s Ordinance of 1865, on the 
12th October, 1865, its shares being all taken up, and the first call of $1,000 per share having been folly paid up. The 
amount of Premia collected in Hong Kong and China, from the lst of November, 1865, to the Slst of October, 1866, and 
the amount collected at the foreign Agencies within that period of which the General Agents have received advices, after 
deducting all sums paid as bonus and commissions, and adding interest, amounts to $271,282.13. This result must be 
gratifying to the Shareholders as it proves that the expectations upon which the Company was founded were well grounded. 


Agencies have been established at Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Chefoo, Tientsin, Yokohama, Sual, 
Manila, Bangkok, Saigon, Singapore, Penang, Rangoon, Akyab, Bassein, Madras, Calcutta, Bombay, London, and New York. 
The Committee hope that the increasing business of the Company will enable them further to extend its field of opera- 
tions within the judicious restrictions imposed by the Articles of Association. The losses which have been paid by the 
Company amount to $81,488.02, and there are further claims not yet settled to the amount of $41,712.98 ; (the latter 
may, however, be considerably reduced). The Committee have been fortunate in securing the able assistance of Mr. W. 
Kaye and Mr. A. Sassoon as Auditors for the year, who have examined the accounts which the Committee have now the 
pleasure to submit for the consideration of the Shareholders. 


It will be seen from the Accounts annexed that, after carrying forward to the next year’s Accounts $24,000 for Premia 
received in respect of risks taken before October 31st, but not terminated, after carrying $41,712.98 to Suspense Account 
to meet claims and losses put forward, and after writing off a portion of the Preliminary Expenses, there remains a balance 
tothe credit of Profit and Loss Account in respect of transactions actually closed of $118,000. 


The Committee, after careful consideration of the question, do not feel called upon to advise the Shareholders to make 
any reserve or provision for unexpired risks which were taken before October 31st, as they are of opinion that it will, at the 
close of each year, be convenient (and consistent with the welfare and interests af the Shareholders) to treat these unexpired 
risks as taken on the first day of each new account ; and beyond carrying the respective premia for those risks forward to 


the new Account, to treat any loss occurring in respect of those risks as being chargeable to the year in which the loss is 
made known. 


The Committee, upon the assumption that the Shareholders will adopt this as the rule of appropriation of risks in 
the Company, recommend that the sum of $118,000 be declared available for distribution as profits of the Company for 
the year, The apportionment of this sum, if appropriated as being so distributable, will, under the 132nd Clause of the 
Articles. of Association, be as follows :—The sum of $29,500 to be carried to the Reserve Fund and invested by the 
Committee ; the sum of $29,500 to be divided pro rata among contributing Shareholders ; and the sum of $59,000 or 
$295 per share to be paid to Shareholders as General Dividend. 


The absence of Mr. McClellan from Hong Kong, and the departure of Mr. Deacon to Europe will necessitate the 
selection of Shareholders in their stead as members of the Committee, which, under the Articles of Association, has to be 
done for first two years [by the remaining Members of the Committee. In accordance with the Articles of Association, 


the Meeting will have to elect Auditors for the ensuing year, and will also have to determine the amount of their remu- 
neration. 


In conclusion the Committee, in congratulating the Shareholders, on the prosperity and prospects of the Company, 
cannot refrain from calling their attention to the success which has attended the allotment of Shares to Chinese Residents 
and Traders, as all doubt as to the expediency of the introduction of this new element must vanish before the highly 


beneficial result to the Company attendant upon it. WILLIAM NEILSON, Chairman.
